I beg to acknowledge with thanks the receipt of 
your interesting letter of date the 19th instant, and 
in particular to thank you for the translation of the 


suggestions proposed by Japan to Korea for reforms in

In regard to the reported assault upon Mr. Gardner, 
it would seem that ,as he is a British subject, it is a 
matter that concerns the British and Japanese authorities 
only, and is for those authorities to arrange. In my 
opinion, it would not be within my province, and would, 
therefore, be impropér for me to make any representation 
whatever to the Japanese Government relative to the 
matter, or to take any official notice of it. 

Mr. Gardner complains of rudeness and aasault 
committed upon him and party by Japanese soldiers. 
General Oshima, in his official report of the incident

YHE CAUSE UF THE WAR. 


THAT war has actually broken out be- 
tween the two chief Powers of the East 
unfortunately no longer admits of doubt. 
On the 25th inst. a naval engagement, 
particulars of which will be found f{n 
another column, took place off Phung-do, 
and it seems probable that hostilities on 
land began on the 27thinst. Under these 
circumstances a brief review of Japan’s 
relations with China in connection with 
Korea during the last two decades, and a 
recapitulation of the recent cisiarbances 
in Korea that have culminated in war, will 
not be without interest. 


To understand the first treaty between 
Japan and Korea we must recall an 
incident that occurred in 1873. 
year the Korean authorities at Fusan 
offered a gross insult to the Japanese 
| official stationed at that port for the pro- 
tection of the Japanese colony there. 
Count SOVEJIMA was then in China en- 
trusted with a special mission on the part 
of Japan. Through this ambassador the 
Japanese addressed an enquiry to the Chi- 
nese government asto whether Korea was 
a dependency of China, adding that in this 
| case Japan would require from China some 
amends for the insult offered by Korea 
to the Japanese official at Fusan. China, 
however, repudiated all responsibility for 
the acts of Korea, and thus in effect 
abrogated her claims of suzerainty over 
the latter country. In consequence 
of this, in the treaty between Japan and 
Korea signed in 1876, the latter was 
recognized as an independent state. A 
similar recognition of the independence of 
Korea obtained in the various treaties 
subsequently formed with this country by 
various western Powers. By the Chemulpo 
convention of 1882, Japan made a stipula-

At the time of the disturbances in 1884, 
in which the late Kim OK-KYUN played such 
a prominent part, both China and Japan 
had troops stationed in Korea. By the, 
treaty between Japan and China signed in | 
1885 it was agreed that China and Japan 
should simultaneously withdraw their troops 
from Korea; that if at any time, in conse- 
quence of disturbances in Korea, either 
Power should wish to send troops for the 
protection ofits nationals resident in that 
country, notice of the intention to do so 
should first be given to the other; and that 
as soon as the disturbances had’ subsided 
the troops should be withdrawn. This 
agreement may be regarded as tanta- 
mount to the placing of Korea under the 
joint protection of China and Japan. 

Korea is a country in which misgovern- 
ment and extortion have flourished luxu- 
‘riantly for centuries, but under the recent 
MING administration a serious change for 
the worse had taken place. A change was 
made by which the tenure of office of a 
local official, previously three years, was 
reduced to one. Since, therefore an 
official had to reap his harvest of plunder 
in one-third of the time, his rapacity was 
proportionately increased and the people 
groaned under their burdens. In the 
Spring of the present year what is known 
as the Togaku-to disturbance, a revolt of 
the long-suffering people against the extor- 
tionate officials, which had been smoulder- 
ing fot years, broke into flame, and rapidly 
assumed serious proportions. The MING’ 


politicians, in-concert with Mr. YUAN, the 
Chinese resident, thereupon requested the 


Chinese Government to “o troops to 
suppress the insurrection. China complied 


with the request, and—after the departure 
of ‘the troops, be it noted—gave notice of 
the fact to Japan. Japan, also, having 
given notice of her intention to China, sent 
an army of four or five thousand men to 
Korea for the protection of her nationals in 
the event of disturbance. 
Japan has for a long time considered 
with anxiety the possible consequences of 
Korean maladministration. She felt that 
the only possible way to make Korean in- 
dependence a permanent reality would be

It may be observed that 


| among the Japanese public a strong sym- 


pathy was felt with the Korean insurgents, 
whom they regarded as actuated by genuine 
and serious grievances, and as demanding 
absolutely necessary reforms. Their hope 


was that thé insurrection would not be 


suppressed by brute force, bit that the in- 


surgents might be pacified by the Korean 
_Government’s being persuaded to under- 
take the reforms indispensable to the 
welfare of the country. Japan was pre- 
pared to cdoperate with China in carrying 
out these reforms, and gave notice of this 
fact to China. It was added, however, 
that if China would not céoperate with 
Japan, Japan would undertake the reforms 
alone. China replied by a refusal to co- 
operate with Japan in the reform of 
Korea, and by a request that Japan would 
withdraw her troops. With this request 
the Japanese Government refused to 
comply. On the contrary, the Japanese 
force in Korea has been strengthened. It 
is not known exactly how many soldiers the 
Government sent to that country, but the 
/number certainly exceeds ten thousand. 
In view of China’s refusal to céoperate, 
the Japanese Government instructed its 
Minister, Mr. OTOoRI, to treat directly 
with the Korean Government on the 
subject of reforms. At first it appeared 
as if the Korean Government would be 
willing to undertake them, and a com- 


mission of three, subsequently increased | 


to fifteen, Korean statesmen was ap- 
pointed to carry them out. The com- 
missioners held repeated conferences with 
the Japanese Minister, in which the de- 
tails of the reform programme—finan- 
cial, educational, military, and industrial 
—were discussed ; and the commissiouers 
finally expressed themselves satisfied with 
the reforms proposed by the Japanese 
Government.

At the demand of the Japanese General the 
Tai-Wan-Kun, father of the King and bitter enemy of the 
Queen's family, was called into the Palace and is now there 
in charge of Korean matters. 

The Japanese soldiers have done considerable pillaging 
and ravishing of women near this Legation and in other parts 
of the city.

The Imperial Government would be willing to agree to 
exempt from capture, as stated in that telerram, vessels em- 
ployed on the Jam nese subsidized lines and steamers of the 
China Merchants Steam Navigation Company, but they are compell- 
ed to decline to define in advance, as stated in the last 
part of that telegram, the articles which will be regarded a 
contraband of war,since the circumstances of each case must, 
in their opinion, determine whai constitutes a contraband. 

The Imperial Government are anxious to be informed 
whether the Chinese Government would agree to the proposed 


exemption of private vessels from capture notwithstanding 


the Imperial Government would decline, as just stated, to 


define in advance the nature of contraband of war.

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Further, on vbréaat or the declaration of war’ which is 
reported to have beén issued by wie ‘Emperor’ of ‘China and’ which

RELATING TO 


THE “KOWSHING” AFFAIRS. 


To His Excennency Mer. MOTSU MUNEMITSU, 


Minister ror Foreign APFPAIRs. 


Dear Sir: 

Carrying with me your instruction to investigate the important facts relating to the trans- 
port-ship of the Chinese troops, as well as her complement, which was sunk by H. I. J. M.’s 
war-vessel “ Naniwa” near Shopaioul Island off the coast of Corea, I left Tokyo on the 29th 
ultimo and travelling day and night arrived at Sasebo at 5 a.m. on the 2nd instant, and at once 
proceeded to make necessary investigations. Although the essential points that I have obtained 
by these igvestigations have been already telegraphed to you from time to time, I hereby submit 
this paper to you in order to report more details in a consecutive form. ¢ 

The materials used for my investigations are as follows : — 

l.—The statements of the Captain, first officer and a quarter-master of the sunken 
ship (The important points of these statements were written and signed by the narrators. ) 

2.—The written answers by the above-said Captain and officer to a series of ques- 
tions put to them by the naval authorities of the Sasebo Naval Station. 

3.—The reports sent by the Commanders of H. I. J. M.’s men-of-war relating to the 
nuval engagement near Fernand Island off the Corean coast and other matters connected 
with it. 


4.—The statements of the Commander of H. I. J. M.’s war-vessel “ Yayeyama” 


who brought the above-said Captain and two others as well as the complement of the 
captured Chinese war-vessel “Sowkou” (Tsaokiang) to Sasebo. 

5.—The statements of Mr. Mihlensteth, a Dine, who was on board the above-saul 
Chinese war-vessel (The important points of these statements were written and signed by 
the narrator). 

6.—The written answers of the Commander of the said Chinese war-veesel to a 
series of questions put to him by.the naval authorities of the Sasebo Naval Station, 

The name of the sunken ship is “ Kowshing,’ her owners are Indo-China Steamship. 
Navigation Co., London. whose agents are Jardine, Matheson & Co.,and her nationality is British. 
She was built in 1883, her net tonnage was 1354, her gross tonnage 2,134. As to other 
particulars of the ship, | omit here as they are all described in the Lloyd’s register: Her 
complement was as follows:

Third-officer NATHANIEL WAKE. ~ Quarter-master  DONICIO, 
First-engineer WILLIAM GORDON. (The above Manila, men).

(The above, British). 
and.crew of 64 persons. The ship had on board one thousand and one hundred Chinese 
troops, including Generals, both artillery and infantery, together with a large number of guns and 
a great quantity of ammunition. There was on board one Herr von Hannecken who professed to 
be a passenger. Excepting these, there was no cargo or passenger, the ship carrying water ballast. 


The ship was chartered by the Chinese Government. Although the dates of the charter- 
party has not been ascertained, the Captuin received his first order from the agent at Shanghai, , 
and proceeded to Taku, and having received the second order at that place and having taken in 
there, the Chinese troops and Herr von. Hannecken on board, proceeded for Asan in Corea. The 
object of her voyage was to disembark at Asan the Chinese troops and Herr von. Hannecken. The 
Captain was also instructed that he was to return to Taku after the successful disembarkation 
of the troops. 

The survivors of the complement_of the “ Kowshing” conveyed to Sasebo are the Captain, 
first officer, and quarter-master Lucus Evangelista, 3in all. The “ Kowshing left Taku at 9.50 
p.m., 23rd ultimo. According to what the Captain says, eight transports carrying Chinese 
troops left Taku with sealed orders two days previous ¢. ¢. 21st., and another left on 22nd and 
proceeded to Asan. According to what the Ist officer of the ‘ Kowshing ” states, three of those 
ten ships were British, seven were Chinese. Although I have good grounds for believing that the 
the “ Kowshing ” was also furnished with a sealed order at the time of her departure, yet I reserve 
the source of this information at present. The statement that many transports with Chinese 
troops left Taku on the 21st and 22nd. coincides with the intelligence obtained by our authorities, 
and although their destination is not clearly known, according to the report of the Commander 
of the “ Yayeyama” to me, one of those transports was seen by H. I. J. M’s. war-vessel 
“ Musashi” entering into the Gulf of Asan on the day preceding the naval engagement near 
Fernand Island. That ship may be one that left Taku on the 22nd. 

The “ Kowshing ’’ proceeded to the proximity of the Sho-pai-oul Island early on the morning 
of the 25th ultimo and the “ Sow-Kou” (T'saokiang) also approached the same island at a short 
distance on her right hand side. The naval engegement between 2 Chinese war-vessels “ Saiyen ” 
(Chee-yuen) and “ Kow-otsu ”’(Kwang-i)and three of our men-of-war “ Akitsusu,” “Yoshino,” and 
‘“Naniwa” took place from 7.5 to 8.15 that morning. The “ Saiyen ” passed by the “Kow- 
shing ” at about 8.30 and hurriedly proceeded westward. The “ Kowshing” dipped her ensign 
but no notice was taken by the “ Saiyen.”. Immediately afterwards, the three Japanese mnen-of- 
war appeared on the scene. They were in the pursuit of the “ Saiyen.” When the “ Kow- 
shing ” was seen, one of the Japanese war-vessels turned her bow toward the “ Kowshing.” The 
“ Sow-Kou” (Tsaokiang) observing all these, suddenly changed her course and ran westward. 
Two of the Japanese war-vessels proceeded in pursuit of the “ Saiyen ” and “ Sowkou.” Apropos 
the “ Sowkon ” was overtaken by the “ Akitsusn ” at about 2 p.m. and finally captured: The 
“ Saiyen ” which was at first steering round very closely along tlie island apparently trying to 
conceal herself as much as possible from the sight of the Japanese vessels, suddenly changed her 
course, and crossing the course of the “‘ Sow-kou ” in her bows at an extremely close distance, made 


a rapid run south-westward. Her direction was apparently Shangtong Promontory. She 
escaped at last. If she proceeded direct to T'sen-shien, she must have changed her direction in 


course Of her run. 

Our vessel that went toward the “ Kowshing ” was the “ Naniwa.” It was about 9 o’clock 
that they approached each other. As to what then took place between these two vessels, I will 
give subsequently the captain’s own words extracted. from the written answer in reply to the 
query of the naval authorities. The statement of the first officer entirely conicides with that of 
the Captain and the statement of the quarter-master also in no way differs from them in deserib- 
ing the circumstances of the event. (See Appendix No. 1.). 

‘‘ When nearing Sho-paioul Island, [ was ordered by H. 1. J. M’s. “ Naniwa” to stop 
“and shortly after to anchor, which I did. 

“The “ Naniwa” then steamed away evidently for the purpose of conferring with 
“some other Japanese war-ship; I asked by signal, if I was to proceed, the “ Naniwa” 
“ answering “ Heave to or take the consequences, ” and shortly afterwards a boat was sent 
“from her, the officers in charge coming on board the “ Kowshing ”; they asked to see my 
“ship’s papers which I showed them, also asked me several questions which I answered } 
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“they then asked me if I would follow the “ Naniwa,” I said “ yes,” that I was powerless 
“to refuse, as they were a man-of-war ; the officers then returned to their ship and shortly 
“afterwards I was ordered to “ slip or weigl anchor immediately,” but this the Chinese 
‘Generals on board would not let me do, telling me that if I attempted to follow the 
“ “ Naniwa ” or if 1 attempted to leave ship, they would execute or shoot me, pointing me 
“out to their men, some of whom were told off to watch me, they being either armed 


“with large swords or rifles with fixed bayonets. I then signalled to the “ Naniwa” 
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send a boat, | wish to communicate personally ;” when the boat arrived, the Chinese 
“ officers would not allow me to go to the gangway to meet the Japanese officers at first, 
“but when they did allow me I asked the officers to tell their Captain that I was not 
“ allowed to follow the “ Naniwa” by Chinese and that the only terms I could make with 
“them were to take the ship back to Taku, also that we were a British ship and had left 
“ port before war was declared. ”’ 

“Shortly after the boat returned to the “ Naniwa,” the latter signalled. “ Quit 
“the ship immediately” I answered “we are not allowed” and “send a boat.” The 
““ Naniwa ” then signalled “ boat can not come,” and shortly afterwards hoisted a red 
“flag at the fore, sent a torpedo at and opened fire on the “ Kowshing,” and sank her. ”’ 


With regard to the resistance of the Chinese General to the Oaptain’s intention 1 obtained 
from him further particulars and [ was convinced that the Generals were determined to resist 
a mort the orders of the “ Naniwa.” The written statement of the Captain relating thereto 
is as foilows:— 


“When the Chinese Generals heard that I intended to follow the “ Naniwa,” they, 
“ objected to my doing so saying that ‘they would not allow me to follow the Japanese 
“ship.’? I then told them that it was useless to resist as one shot from the “ Naniwa” 
“ would sink the “ Kowshing”; they said then that they would rather die than follow her 
“and that they had 1,100 men and the “ Naniwa” had only about 400; that they could 
“ fivht the “ Napiwa.” I again told them of the foolishness of this idea, also that if they 
“wanted to fight, that I and my officers and engineers would go on shore. They then 
“threatened m*, making many gesticulations, that they would execute me or shoot me if 
“T mate any attempt whatever to leave the ship or follow the “ Naniwa.” ” (se Ap- 

pendix No. 2.), 


, 


The time when the ‘“ Kowshing ” was fired at, was abont 40 minntes past noon 7. e, nearly 
4 hours from the moment when she was first ordered to’stop by the “ Naniwa.” Thus we can 
see that the “ Naniwa” had used every ordinary means before she at last appealed to the 
extreme measure of firing. The report that many Chinese transports left Taku on the 21st. 
and 22nd. were then already known to all our men-of-war there, and from natural geography of 
the place round the Sho-pai-oul Island, it must have been most uncertain to our ships when and 
where any ships of the enemy might come and attack them from behind, so many islands being 
scattered there. Moreover two companion ships of the “ Naniwa,” were in search of their enemy 
and it must have been also very uncertain to the “ Naniwa” what kind of severe fighting those 
two were engaged in with their enemy. At snch a critical moment, so long « time as aforesaid 
was spent in negotiation between the “Kowshing” and the “Naniwa ” simply becanse the 
““Kowshing ” ‘happened to display a natioual flag of England. This will be quite ample to 
show what kind of deliberate care was taken by the “ Naniwa,” and also what amount of 
untiring patience she must have exercised. Besides these, the clamour and excitement of the 
Chinese soldiers on. board’ the “ Kowshing” was actually seen by the “ Naniwa”; it must 
have been quite impossible on her part to try to capture the “ Kowshing ” by any common and 
ordinary measure. This fact is also plain from the statenients of the Captain and others on 
board the “ Kowshing.” (See Appendixes Nos. 8 and 4.) Thus you will see that the firing of 
the “ Naniwa” was a measure quite unavoidable. 


At the time when the “ Naniwa ” signalled “ quit the ship ” and warned the “ Kowshing ” 
of danger by hoisting a red flag, the Captain of the latter vessel and his officers and others 
jumped over board one after another. At that moment, the Captain had already collected his 
officers on the bridge and the emergency was already communicated to the engine department. 
When the Chinese troops saw the Captain and others jump over board, they at once poured forth 
their rifle-bullets indiscriminately upon those in water. While these things were going on m the 
“ Kowshing,” the “ Naniwa ” on one hand sent a torpedo against the “ Kowshing” first, and 
when it missed her, fired side-gun which sealed the fate of the “ Kowshing ” which gradually 
sank beneath the waves ; and on the other hand, dispatched her boats and did her best in rescn- 
ing as many foreigners as possible. But alas! only three were saved, that is Captain, first officer 
and a quarter-master as aforesaid. The Captain and the first officer were fortunately unhart, but 
the quarter-master was shot through his neck and is still undor ‘medical treatment at the Hos- 
pital in Sasebo. As to the remaining members of the crews, their fate is still unknown, but it is 
most probable that they were mostly killed by the bullets ponred down upon them by the Chinese 
soldiers. This is to be surmised even from the statements of the Captain and others (See Appen- 
dixes Nos. 5, 6, and 7.) 

I have already stated that there was one von Hannecken on board the “ Kowshing.”’ He is 
taid to have professed to be a passenger, but it seems to me very strange that he alone was there 
while there was nota single passenger besides him. I therefore closely questioned and succeeded in 
obtaining the written statements (Appendixes Nos. 8, 9, and 10.) from the Captain and two others. 
After deliberating in my mind comparing these statements with other information which has 
come into my possession from other sources, I became convinced in belief that he has more than 
ordinary connection with Chinese Government or troops, and that he should not be considered as 
a mere ordinary passenger. I heard a report while in Sasebo, that a German from the “ Kow- 
shing ” had boarde! a German war-vessel. He must be von Hannecken. 

The Captain and two others were sent to Sasebo on board H. LJ. M.8. “Yayeyama” together 
with the complement &c. of the captured Chinese war-vessel “Sowkou” (Tsaokiang) and 
arrived at Sasebo on the 28th ultimo. With regard to their personal treatment, nothing but 
kindness and courtesy were shown to them from the time of their rescne throughout.

was vbtained in answer to my close question, it is plain that the ship was chartered by the 
Chinese Government and that it was mentioned in the charter party, that the ship was to be 
handed over to the Chinese Government, should hostility commence ; also the European crew was 
then to leave the ship (See Appendix No. 11.). | | 

_ The modes of my making investigations personally of the Captain and two others were thus: 
I first explained to them the object of ny mission to Sasebo and in the next place as I must put — 
several questions to them and canse their statements to be written and signed as fur as essential 
points are concerned, I asked them if they had any ground of objection to my questioning them 
and also committing to writing such statement.

The preceding statements are the material parts of the matters, of which I have made 
investigation relating to “ Kowshing’’ affairs. All the documents relating to them are put 
into a different envelope and presented to you together with this paper. It is not within the e 
sphere of my duty here to discuss the merit of the action of the “ Naniwa” from an inter- ‘a 
national law’s point of view ; it is beyond all doubt from all the facts now in. our possession a 
that no impartial critic will ever pronounce that her action was wrong. <

(Extract from the written statement of the First officer in answer to the questions 

of the Naval Authorities of the Naval Station, Sasebo.) 

I was on watch on the morning of Friday twenty-fifth with the Captain and third mate, 
nearing Sho-pai-oul Island when we were ordered to stop, by signal from a Japanese man-of-war, 
we immediately stopped and signalled having done so, then we were ordered by signal to anchor 
anddid so: The man-of-war then steamed away to confer with two other ships of H. L J. M’s. 
Navy. I then was instructed by Captain Galsworthy to enquire by signal if we could proceed, 
and was answered by the man-of-war “ Heave to or take consequences” After a short interval 
the “‘ Naniwa ” retiftned and sent a boat to us; the officer in charge examined our papers and 
returned to the “ Naniwa.” ‘The signal was then hoisted from the “ Naniwa” to “ weigh or, 
slip immediately and follow me.” This signal excited the Chinese greatly and the General 
emphatically and with many threats (even to ordering an executioner, and a soldier with loaded 
rifle to attend ‘immediately behind myself and the Captain) refused to allow the Captain to do. 
We then signalled to the “ Naniwa” “ Send a boat, I wish to communicate personally.” . The 
“ Naniwa,” answered “Send immediately” and a boat with same officers came alongitite 
The Chinese General refused to allow me to be present at the interview, but I understood fhat 
the Captain asked to be allowed to return to China. The boat returns to the “ Naniwa” and 
the signal was hoisted to “ Quit the ship.” We signalled in return that “I am not allowed ” 
and again, “send a boat.” The latter signal was answered, by “ Life boat cannot come’ ‘The 
Chiness were very anxious to know what we were hoisting and to obtain time to study our 
position and keep them from joining at us, we told them, that we were asking instructions. 
The “ Naniwa” whistled several times and hoisted a Red Flag at the fore; all our officers were 
collected on the bridge and word was sent to the engineers’ staff to prepare for emergency. A 
torpedo was discharged from the “ Naniwa” followed by a broadside, which struck amitdship. 
] then jumped overboard to avoid a rush on the part of the Chinese soldiers and was fired at on 
coming to the surface. I swam to the “ Naniwa” und was picked up by a boat from the 
“ Naniwa” which had been sent with another boat to pick up the Europeans. 

(Katract from the same statement in answer to a question running thus: 
What orders did the Chinese Generals give at that time.) 

Issuing ammunition and rifles to the men and ordering his body-guard to fire at us if-we 

showed the slightest intention of following the “ Naniwa ” or leaving the ship in any way.

(From the written statement of the First Officer.) 

As ‘a fuller account of the resistance to the orders of the warship “ Naniwa” by the 
painen | is required, I beg to submit the following : 

That the Chinese General, on having the instructions explained to him, distinctly refused 
to allow us to obey and when argued with about the folly of his conduct, threatened our lives 
and placed men to watch us and to fire at us immediately that we observed any signs of either 
obeying the orders of the warship “ Naniwa” or of leaving the ship ourselves and I was also 
told by one of the engineers'that they had been prevented from going into the Engine Room. - 


No. 3. 4 

(From the written statement of the Captain.)- 
I am quite convinced that if the “ Naniwa’s” men had come in boats to take the “ Kew: 
shing ” that the Chinese soldiers would have fired at them. 
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I am certain that the bullets that were falling around me in the water were fired by the 
Chinese soldiers on board, as, not only did the position of the “ Naniwa” prevent anyone on 
board her reaching me with a bullet, but that I actually saw the Chinese soldiers firing at me. 


No. 4. 


(From the written statement of the First Officer.) 

And I am of the opinion that if the Japanese boats came again alongside with the inten- 
tion of taking the vessel, that the Chinese troops on board would most certainly have resisted 
with force. 

Also that whilest in the water, and swimming from the “ Kowshing ” I w.s fired at by the 
Chinese on board. This, I am certain of, not only from the position [ wavin regarding the 
two ships, as the “ Naniwa’s” shots would have passed over me, but also becanse I distinctly saw 
the Chinese soldiers firing from the upper deck and also from the twin deck ports. ee 


No. 5. 


(From the written statement of the Captain ) 
By the amount of shots that were fired at me, I should think it very probable, that some 
of my Officers and Engineers and Quarter-masters must have been killed by shots from the 
Chinese soldiers’ guns. 


No. 6. 
(From the written statement of the First Officer.) 
I am afraid that from the amount of firing by the Chinese at the Europeans whilst in the 
water, that some of them must have been killed before reaching the shore. 


iD No. 7. 
(From the written statement of the Quarter-master.) 

I looked ronnd but [ found neither Captain nor any European officers remaining there ; 
I found a deck bucket which I thought was good enongh to save my life, So I jumped into 
water with it. At/the time, I was fired by Chinamen from the scuttles with 5 or 6 rifles at a 
time, I narrowly escaped from being fatally wounded but got my neck pierced through by a 
shot. 1 lost my sense for a while, and when I[ returned to sense, I cried ont. “A Spanish, a 
Spanish save me etc.” and presently L was picked up by a boat which turns ont to belong to 
the Japanese man-of-war. When | was picked up, men in the boat cried “ any more Europeans a 
any more European,” to which “I conld give no answer, as I was exhansted. I was the first a 
foreigner who was picked up, soon afterwards the Captain and then the mate was rescued. e. 


: No. 8. | “ 
(From the written statement of the Captain } 

Mr. Von Hannecken, the passenger on board the “ Kowshing ” | fancy wasa German. He 
joined the vessel at Taku just before she left; on arriving on board he asked me if I had been 
waiting for him ? I answered No, that I even did not know that he was coming. He then told 
me his name was V 1 Hannecken and that he had the Viceroy’s permission to proceed to Corea in 
the “ Kowshing.” ~ He had a lot of conversation with the Chinese Generals and other Chincse a 
- Officials on board during the voyage, which naturally led me to suspect that he was in some way aa 

connected with their business, althongh he told me that he had nothing to do with them. He ae 
acted as interpreter between the Chinese and myself. - Mr. Von Hannecken was a big man of 
fine igne, I saw him last after the “ Kowshing” sunk, in the water some good way ahead 
of me and should fancy that he would reach the island of Shopaioul. 

I first heard of Mr. Von Hannécken, I think it was in 1887, he was then the head of a firm 
ee eee (Lee-shun-kan). 
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No. 9. 
(From the written statement of the First Officer.) 

Among the Europeans on board the “ Kowshing,” but not belonging to the ship’s 
company, was one gentleman, whom I believe was a German and apparently a military man 
from his bearing. He was evidently known to the Chinese officials on board and spoke their 
langnage flnently, though he stated that he was only a passenger going to “ Korea” for his own 
pleasure On several occasions when | wanted various things done by the soldiers such as keep- 
ing certain parts of the ship clear for our use and other things, I went to him and he always 
managed to effect the work or thing I required. Also during the peried/previons to the 
“ Naniwa” opening fire on us he was on close consultation with the Chinese Generals. 

When I last saw him he was well on his way to Sho-pai-oul Island and swimming power- 
fully and well. He was apparently a man about 40 years old, above the average height and 
with dark bair and moustache with a decided military bearing.

Sir : 

The fesult of investigations which I have made while in Sasebo and the measure I have 
taken therewith in accordance with your instructions, concerning Mr. H. J. Muhlensteth, 
a Dane; who was found on board the 33 Teao-kiang = the captured Chinese man-of-war, are as 
follows : 

His profession is a telegraph constructor and operator. 

He came to China under a six years agreement with the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
pany in 1881 and remained in the service of that Company until 1886, when he was engaged by 
the Imperial Chinese Telegraph Administration and was sent at once to Corea. It is said that 
he took a prominent part in the construction of the Chemulpo, Seoul and Echow telegraph line. 
He remained as a telegraph engineer in that country until May last year and was transferred to 
Tientsin that month as an assistant to the manager of the Telegraph Office there. 

According to what he says the office in which he served is called Imperial Chinese Tele- 
graph Administration and he says that it is under a quite distinct administration from the lines 
belonging to the Central Chinese Government. 

The Chemulpo, Seoul, Echow line is under the control of so called [Imperial Chinese Tele- 
graph Administration. Tho latter has its Central Office at Tientsin and is controlled by a 
Taotai specially appointed for the purpone. : 

He confessed that, althongh his contract expired on the 10th of march this year and it had 
not been renewed as yet because the original contract, which was to he produced to get the 
necessary endorsement affixed, was in safe keeping in the Imperial German Consulate in Seoul, 
yet he did not consider his connection with the Imperial Chinese Telegraph Administration 
severed, as he still paid his salary as before. 

The amount of his salary at present 250 dollars per month. 

He says that he has saved over 8,000 dollars and that besides, he possesses some property 
and moneyed interests in Seoul. - '

According to his statements his voyage to Corea this time was principally to protect his 


property as a war seemed to be at hand and he was instructed by the Taotai to look after as much 


as possible the property belonging to Imperial Chinese Telegraph Administration. should 
it be endangered by the war; althongh he says, he was not specially dispatched for that purpose. 
He further stated that the ownership of Chemulpo, Seoul, Echow line could be transferred to 
the Corean Government should the latter pay for the:n but until then it belonged to the

He added that he was going to Coren on two month's lave and boariet the“ Tiwo-Kiang”

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Administration was enough to decide upon what measures should be taken about him. So I 
refrained from questioning him further. 

With regard to his captnre with the ship he distinctly stated that he could not blame the 
Imperial Japanese Government ; in fact, he could not see héw the Naval Authorities could have 
acted otherwise under the circumstances. 

He further stated that during his detention on board as well as on shore, he hag met with 
nothing but courtesy and had nothing whatever to complain of. He said that if he had known 
that the war was so near at hand he should not have attempted to go to Corea at all under any 
circumstances. : 

He regretted that he boarded the “Tsao-kiang,” because of China merchants ships aud those 
of Nippon Yusen Kaisha stopping their services between China and Corea. He grieved that his 
health was not good recently and lamented that his future would be entirely ruined, should his 
detention be prolonged. 

He proposed to offer any kind of pledge could he be released by giving any pledge. There- 
upon, I cansed him, in accordance to your instructions, to give pledge, as shown in the accom- 
panying document, that during the war he would not serve the Chinese Authorities either 
Central or Lvucal, that he would do nothing prejudicial to the interests of Japan, and that he 
would neither visit nor reside in any Chinese port North of Shanghai nor in any port of Corea 
at all. When this was done I coxsulted with Admiral Shibayama, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Sasebo Naval Station, in accordance with your instructions and those of Minister of Marine and 
decided to send him to Nagasaki in compliance with his (¢. e. Mr. Muhlensteth’s) desire, 

This was intimated to him by Admiral Shibayama early in the morning of 6th instant and 
he was sent to Nagasaki escorted by a Staff-officer of the Naval Station. | 

The foregoing are important points of investigations made and the result obtained with 
regard to the Dane taken prisoner on board the “ Tsao-kiang ”’ and [ have the honor to respect-

JAPAN AND GREAT BRITAIN. 


Siyned at London, 16th day of the 7th month, 27th year of Meiji. Ratifications 
exchan sed at Tokio, 23th diy of the 8th month, 27th year of Meijt. 


HIS Majesty the Emperor of Japan, and Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, Empress of India, being equally desirOas of miintaining the 
relations of goo understanding which happily exist between them, by extending and increasing 
the intercourse between their respective States, and boing convinced that this object cannot better 
be accomplished than by revising the Treaties hitherto existing between the two countries, have 
resolved to complete such a revision, based upon principles of ejuity and mutual benefit, and, for 
that purpose, have named as their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : 

His Maje-ty the Emperor of Japan, Viscount Aoki Siuzo, Junii, first class of the Imperial 
Order of the Sacre:l Treasure, His Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
at the Court of St. James’; 

And Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
Empress of India, the Right Hononrable John, Earl of Kimberley, Knight of the Most Noble 
Order of the Garter, &c., &c., Her Britannic Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs ; 

Who, after having communicated to each other their Full Powers, found to be in good 
and due form, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles :— 


ARTICLE L 


The subjects of each of the two High Contracting Parties shall have full liberty to enter, 
travel, or reside in any part of the dominions and possessions of the other Contracting Party, 
and shall enjoy full and perfect protection for their persons and property. 

They shall have free and easy access to the Courts of Justice in pursuit and defence of 
their rights; they shall be at liberty equally with native subjects to choose and employ lawyers, 
advocates, and representatives to pursue and defend their rights before such Courts, and in all | 
other matters connected with the administration of justice they shall enjoy all the rights and 
privileges enjoyed by native subjects. 

In whatever relates to rights of residence and travel ; to the possession of goods and 
effects of any kind ; to the succession to personal estate, by will or otherwise, and the disposal of 
property of any sort in any manner whatsoever which they may lawfully acqnire, the subjects of each 
Contracting Party shall enjoy in the dominions and possessions of the other the same privileges, 
liberties, and rights, an‘ shall be subject to no higher imposts or charges in these respects than 
native subjects, or subjects or citizens of the most favoured nation. ‘The subjects of each of the 
Contracting Parties shall enjoy in the dominions and possessions of the other entire liberty.of 
conscience, and, subject to the Laws, Ordinances, and Regulations, shall enjoy the right of private 
or public exercise of their worship, and also the right of burying their respective countrymen, 
according to their religious customs, in such suitable and convenient places as may be established 
and maintained for that purpose. 

They shall not be compelled, under any pretext whatsoever, to pay any charges or taxes 


other or higher than those that are, or may be, paid by native subjects, or subjects or citizens of 
the most favoured nation. | 


ARTICLE IL. 


The subjects of either of the Contracting Parties residing in the dominions and posses- 
sions of the other shall be exempted from all compulsory military service whatsoever, whether in 
the army, navy, National Guard, or militia ; from all contributions imposed in lieu of personal 
service; and frofn all furced loans or military exactions or contributions.

ARTICLE UL. 

There shall be reciprocal freedom of commerce and navigation between the dominions and 
possessions of the two High Contracting Parties. 

The subjects of each of the High Contracting Parties may trade in any part of the 
dominions and possessions of the other by wholesale or retatl in all kinds of pro.luce, manufac- 
tures, and merchandize of lawful commerce, either in person or by ageuts, singly, or in partner- 
ships with foreigners or native subjects; and they may there own or hire and occupy the houses, 
manufactorics, warehouses, shops, and pren:ises which may be necessary for them, and lease land 
for residential and conimercial purposes, conforming themselves to the Laws, Police and Customs 
Regulations of the country like native subjects. | 

They shall have liberty to come with their ships and cargoes to all places, ports, and 
rivers in the dominions and possessions of the other. which are or may be opened to foreign com- 
merce, and shall enjoy, respectively, the same treatment in matters of commerce and navigation 
as native subjects, or subjects or citizens of the most favoured nation, without having to pay 
taxes, imposts, or duties, of whatever nature or under whatever denomination levied in the name 
or for the profit of the Government, public functionaries, private individuals, Corporations, or 
establishments of any kind, other or greiter than those paid by native subjects, or subjects or 
citazens of the most favoured nation, subject always to the Laws, Ordinances, and Regulations of 
each country. 


ARTICLE LV. 

The dwellings, mannfactories warehonses, and shops of the subjects of each of the. High 
Contracting Parties in the dominions and possessions of the other, and all premises appertaining 
thereto destined for purposes of residence or commerce, shall be respected. 

It shall not be allowable to proceed to make a searth of, or a domiciliary visit to, such 
dwellings an<d premises, or to examine or Inspect books, pet pers, or accounts, except under the 
conditions and with the forms prescribed by the Laws, Ordinances, and Regulations for subjects 
of the country. 


ARTICLE V. 

No other or higher duties shall be imposed on the importation into the dominions and 
possessions of Her Britannic Majesty of any article, the produce or manufacture of the dominions 
and possessions of His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, from whatever place arriving ; and no 
other or higher duties shall be impose on the importation into the dominions and possessions of 
His Majesty the Emperor of Japan of any article, the produce or manufacture of the dominions 
and possessions of Her Britannic Majesty, from whatever place arriving, than on the like article 
produced or manufactured in any other foreign country; nor shall any prohibition be main- 
tained or imposed on the importation of any article, the produce or manufacture of the domin- 
ions and possessions of either of the High Contracting Parties, into the dominions and posses 
sions of the other, from whatever place arriving, which shall not equally extend to the hi 
tion of the like article, being the produce or manufacture of any other country. This last 
provision is not applicable to the sanitary and other prohibitions occasioned by the necessity of 
protecting the safety of persons, or of cattle, or of plants useful to agriculture. 


ARTICLE VL. 
No other or higher duties or charges shall be imposed in the dominions and possessions of 
either of the High Contracting Parties on the€x ition of any article to the dominions and 
possessions of the other than such as are, or may be, payable on the exportation of the like

article to any other foreign country ; nor shall any prohibition be imposed on the exportation of 
any article from the dominions and possessions of either of the two Contracting Parties to the 
dominions and possessions of the other which shall not equally extend to the exportation of the 
like article to any other country.

The subjects of each of the High Contracting Parties shall enjoy in the dominions and

with native subjects in all that relates to warehousing, bounties, facilities, and drawbacks. 


ARTICLE VILL. 

All articles which are or may be legally imported into the ports of the dominions and 
possessions Of His Majesty the Emperor of Japan in Japanese vessels may likewise be imported 
into those ports in British vessels, without being liable to any other or higher duties or charges 
of whatever denomination than if such articles were imported in Japanese vessels ; and recipro- 
cally, all articles which are or may be legally imported into the ports of the dominions and 
possessions Of Her Britannic Majesty in British vessels may likewise be imported into those ports 
in Japanese vessels, without being liable to any other or higher duties or charges of whatever 
denomination than if such articles were imported in British vessels. Such reciprocal equality of 
treatment shall take effect withont distinction, whether such articles come directly from the place 
of origin or from any other place. 

In the same manner there shall be perfect equality of treatment in regard to exportation, 
so that the sume export duties shall be paid}and the same bounties and drawbacks allowed in the 
dominions and possessions of either of the High Contracting Parties on the exportation of any 
article which is or may be legally exported therefrom, whether such exportation shall take place 
in Japanese or in British vessels, and whatever may be the place of destination, whether a port 
of either of the Contracting Parties or of any third Power. 


ARTICLE LX. 

No duties of tonnage, harbour, pilotage, lighthouse, quarantine, or other similar or corres- 
ponding duties of whatever nature or under whatever denomination, levied in the name or for 
the profit of the Government, public functionaries, private individuals, Corporations, or establish- 
ments of any kind, shall be imposed in the ports of the dominions and possessions of either 
country upon the vessels of the other country which shall not equally and under the same con- 
ditions be imposed in the like cases on national vessels in general or vessels of the most favoured 
nation. Such equality of treatment shall apply reciprocally to the respective vessels, from what- 
ever port or place they may arrive, and whatever may be their place of destination, 


ARTICLE X. 

In all that régards the stationing, loading, and unloading of vessels in the ports, basins, 
docks, roulsteads, harbours, or rivers of the dominions and possessions of the two countries, no 
privilege shall be granted to national vessels which shall not be eqnally granted to vessels of the 
other conntry ; the intention of the High Contracting Parties being that in this respect also the 
respective vessels shall be treated on the footing of perfect equality. 


ARTICLE XL. 
The coasting trade of both the High Contracting Parties is excepted from the provisions 
os the present ‘Treaty, and shall be regulated according to the” Laws, Ordinances, and Regula- 
‘tions of Japan and of Great Britain respectively. It is, however, understood that Japanese 


Sets 
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subjects in the dominions and possessions of Her Britannic Majesty, and British subjects in the 
dominions and possessions of His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, shall enjoy in this respect the 
rights which are or may be granted under such Laws, Ordinances, and Regulations to the 
subjects or citizens of any other country. 

A Japanese vessel laden in a foreign country with cargo destinel for two or more ports 
in the dominions and possessions of Her Britannic Majesty, and a British vessel laden in a 
foreign country with cargo destined for two or more ports in the dominions and possessions of 
His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, may discharge a portion of her cargo at one port, and 
continue her voyage to the other port or ports of destination where foreign trade is permitted, 
for the purpose of landing the remainder of her original cargo there, subject always to the Laws 
and Custom-house Regulations of the two countries, 

The Japanese Government, however, agrees to allow British vessels to continue, as hereto- 
fore, for the period of the duration of the present Treaty, to carry cargo between the existing 
open ports of the Empire, excepting to or from the ports of Osaka, Niigata, and Ebisu-minato. 


ARTICLE XIL 


Any ship of war or merchant-vessel of either of the High Contrating Parties which may 
be compelled by stress of weather, or by reason of any other distress, to take shelter in a port of 
the other, shall be at liberty to refit therein, to procure all necessary supplies, and to put to sea 
again, without paying any dies other than such as would be payable by national vessels. In 
case, however, the master of «a merchant-vessel should be under the necessity of disposing of a 
part of his cargo in order to defray the expenses, he shall be bound to conform to the Regula- 
tions and Tariffs of the pluce to which he may have come. 

If any ship of war or merchant-vessel of one of the Contracting Parties should run 
aground or be wrecked upon the coasts of the other, the local authorities shall infurm the Consul- 
General, Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent of the district of the occurrence, or if there he 
no such Consular officer, they shall inform the Consul-General, Consul, Vice-Consul or Consular 
Agent of the nearest district. 

All proceedings relative to the salvage of Japanese vessels wrecked or cast on shore in the 
territorial waters of Her Britany Majesty shall take place in accordance with the Laws, 
Ordinances, and Regulations of Great Britain, and reciprocally, all measures of salvaye relative 
to British vessels wrecked or cast on shore in the territorial waters of His Majesty the Emperor 
of Japan shall take place in accordance with the Laws, Ordinances, and Regulations of Japan, 

Such stranded or wrecked ship or vessel, and all parts thereof, and all furnitures and 
appurtenances belonging thereunto, and all goods and merchandize sived therefrom, including 
those which may have been cast into the sea, or the proceeds thereof, if sold, as well as all papers 
found on board such stranded or wrecked ship or vessel, shall be given up to the owners or their 
agents, when claimed by them. If such owners or agents are not on the spot, the same shall be 
delivered to the respective Consuls General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents upon being 
claimed by them within the period fixed by the laws of the country, and such Consular officers, 
owners, or agents shall pay only the expenses incurred in the preservation of the property, to- 
gether with the salvage or other expenses which would have been payable in the case of a wreck of 
a national vessel. 

6) The goods and merchandize saved from the wreck shall be exempt from all the duties of 
the Customs unless cleared for consumption, in which case they shall pay the ordinary duties. 

When a ship or vessel belonging to the subjects of one of the Contracting Parties is 
stranded or wrecked in the territories of the other, the respective Consuls General, Consuls, Vice- 
Consuls, and Consular Agents shall be authorized, in case the owner or master, or other agent of 
the owner, is not present, to lend their official assistance in order to afford the necessary assistance 
to the subjects of the respective States. The same rule shall apply in case the Ounty master, or 
other agent is present, but requires such assistance to be given.

ARTICLE XIIL. 


All vessels which, according to Japanese law, are to be deemel Japanese vessels, and all 
vessels which, according to British law, are to be deemed British vessels, shall, for the purposes 
of this Treaty, be deemed Japanese and British vessels respectively. 


ARTICLE XIV. 

The Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents of each of the Contract- 
ing Parties, residing in the dominions and possessions of the other, shall receive from the local 
authorities such assistance as can by law be given to them for the recovery of deserters from the 
vessels of their respective countries. 

It is understood that this stipulation shall not apply to the subjects of the country where 
the desertion takes place. 


ARTICLE XV. 

The High Contracting Partivs agree that, in all that concerns commerce and navigation, 
any privilege, favour, or immtinity which either Contracting Party has actually granted, or may 
hereafter grant, to the Government, ships, subjects, or citizens of any other State, shall be 
extended immediately and unconditionally to the Government, ships, subjects, or citizens of the 
other Contracting Party, it being their intention that the trade and navigation of each country 
shall be placed, in all respects, by the other on the footing of the most favoured nation. 


ARTICLE XVL. 

Each of the High Contractint Parties may appoint Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice 
Consuls, Pro-Consuls, and Consular Agents in all the ports, cities, and places of the other, except 
in those where it may not be convenient to recognize such officers. 

This exception, however, shall not be made in regard to one of the Contracting Parties 
without being made likewise in regard to every other Power. 

The Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, Pro-Consuls, and Consular Agents may 
exercise all functions, and shall enjoy all privileges, exemptions, and immunities which are, or 
may hereafter be, granted to Consular officers of the most favoured nation. 


ARTICLE XVIL. , 
The subjects of each of the High Contracting Parties shall enjoy in the dopiinions and 


possessions ofthe other the same protection as native subjects in regard to patents, trade-marks, 
Wien fulfilment of the formalities prescribed by law. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 


Her Britannic Majesty's Government, so far as they are concerned, give their consent to 
the following arrangement :— 

The several foreign Settlements in Japan shall be incorporated with the respective 
Japanese Communes, and shall therfceforth form part of the general municipal system of Japan. 

The competent Japanege authorities shall thereupon assume all municipal obligations and 
duties in respect thereof, and the common funds and property, if any, belonging to such Settle- 
ments, shall at the same time be transferred to the said Japanese authorities. 

When such incorporation takes place existing leases in perpetuity under which property 
is now held in the said Settlements shall be confirmed, and no conditions whatsoever other than 
those contained in such existing leases shall be imposed in respect of such property. It is, how- 
ever, understood that’ the Consular authorities mentioned in the same are in all cases to be 
replaced by the Japanese authorities. 


(6) 


All lands which may previously have been granted by the Japanese Government free of 
rent for the public purposes of the said Settlements shall, subject to the right of eminent domain, 
be permanently reserved free of all taxes and charges for the public purposes for which they were 
originally set apart. 


ARTICLE XIX. 

The stipulations of the present Treaty shall be applicable, so far as the laws permit, to 
all the Colonies and foreign possessions of Her Britannic Majesty, excepting to those hereinafter 
named, that is to say, except to—

Provided always that the stipulations of the present Treaty shall be made applicable to 
any of the above-named Colonies or foreign possessions on whose behalf notice to that effect 
shall have been given to the Japanese Government by Her Britannic Majesty’s Representative at 
T6kiéd within two years from the date of the exchange of ratifications of the present Treaty. 
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ARTICLE XX. 


The present Treaty shall, from the date it comes into force, be substituted in place of the 
Conventions respectively of the 23rd day of the 8th month of the 7th year of Kayei, corresponding 
to the 14th day of October, 1854, and of the 15th day of the 5th month of the 2nd year of Keiou, 
corresponding to the 25th day of June, 1866, the Treaty of the 18th day of the 7th month of 
the 5th year of Ansei, corresponding to the 26th day of August, 1858. and all Arrangements 
and Agreements subsidiary thereto concluded or existing between the High Contracting Parties ; 
and from the same date snch Conventions, Treaty, Arrangements, and Agreements‘shall cease to be 
binding, and, in consequence, the jurisdiction then exercised by British Courts in Japan, and all 
the exceptional privileges, exemptions, and immunities then enjoyed by British-eabjects as a part 
of or appurtenant to such jurisdiction, shall absolutely and without notice cease and determine, 
and thereafter all such jurisdiction shall be assumed and exercised by Japanese Courts.

The present Treaty shall not take effect until at least five years after its signature. It 
shall come into force one year after His Imperial Japanese Majesty’s Government shall have 
given notice to Her Britannic Majesty’s Government of its wish to have the same brought into 
operation. Such notice may be given at any time after the expiration of four years from the 
date hereof. The Treaty shall remain in force for the period of twelve years from the date it —

Either High Contracting Party shall have the right, at any time after eleven years shall

The present Treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifications thereof shall be exchanged at 
T6ki6 as soon as possible, and not later than six months from the present date.

PROTOCOL, 


THE Government of His Majesty the Emperor of Japan and the Government of Her 
Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and Empress of India, deeming it advisable in 
the interests of both countries to regulate certain special matters of mutual concern, apart from 
the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation signed this day, have, through their respective Pleni- 
potentiaries, agreed upon the following stipulations :— 

l. It isagreed by the Contracting Parties that one month after the exchange of the 
ratifications of the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation signed this day, the Lmport Tariff hereunto 
annexed shall, subject to the provisions of Article XXIII of the Treaty of 1858 at present 
subsisting between the Contracting Parties, as long as the said Treaty remains in force and 
thereafter, subject to the provisions of Articles V and XV of the Treaty signed this day, be 
applicable to the articles therein enumerated, being the growth, produce, or manufacture of the 
dominions and possessions of Her Britannic Majesty, npon importation into Japan. But 
nothing contained in this Protocol, or the Tariff hereunto annexed, shall be held to limit or 
qualify the right of the Japanese Government to restrict or to prohibit the importation of 
adulterated drugs, medicines, food, or beverages ; indecent or obscene prints, paintings, books, 
cards, lithographic or other engravings, photographs, or any other indecent or obscene articles ; 
articles in violation of patent, trade-mark, or copyright laws of Japan; or any. other article 
which for sanitary reasons, or in view of public security or morals, might offer any danger. 

The ad valorem duties established by the said Tariff shall, so far as may be deemed practi- 
cable, be converted into specific duties by a Supplementary Convention, which shall be concluded 
between the two Governments within six months from the date of this Protocol; the medinm 
prices, as shown by tha Japanese Customs Returns during the six calendar months preceding the 
date of the present Protocol, with the addition of the cost of insurance and transportation from 
the place of purchase, production, or fabrication, to the port of discharge, as well as commission, 
if any, shall be taken as the basis for such conversion. In the eveut of the Supplementary Con- 
vention not having come into force before the expiration of the period fixed for the said Tariff 
to take effect, ad valorem duties in conformity with the rule recited at the end of the said Tariff 
shall, in the meantime, be levied. 

In respect of urticles not enumerated in the said Tariff, the General Statutory Tariff of 
Japan for the time being in force shall, from the same time, apply, subject, as aforesaid, to the 
provisions of Article XXIII of the Treaty of 1858 and Articles V and XV of the Treaty signed 
this «day respectively. 

From the date the Tariffs aforesaid take effect, the Import Tariff now in operation in 
Japan in respect of goods and merchandize imported into Japan by British subjects shall cease 
to be binding. : 

In all other respects the stipulations of the existing Treaties and Conventions shall be 
maintained unconditionally until the time when the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation signed 
this day comes into force. 

2. The Japanese Government, pending the opening of the country to British subjects, 
agrees to extend the existing passport system in such a manner as to allow British subjects, on 
the production of a certificate of recommendation from the British Representative in T6ki6, or 


from any of Her Majesty’s Consuls at the open ports in Japan, to obtain upon application pass- 
ports available for any part of the country, and for any period not exceeding twelve months, 
from the Imperial Japanese Foreign Office in ‘T6ki6, or from the chief authorities in the Prefec- 
ture in which an open port is situated ; it being understood that the existing Rules and Regula- 
tions governing British subjects who visit the interior of the Empire are to be maintained. 


8. The Japanese Government undertakes, before the cessation of British Consular 
jurisdiction in Japan, to join the International Conventions for the Protection of Industrial 
Property and Copyright. 

4. It is understood between the two High Contracting Parties that, if Japan think it 
necessary at any time to levy an additipnal duty on the production or manufacture of refined 
sugar in Japan, an increased customs duty equivalent in amount may be levied on British 
refined sugar when imported into Japan, so long as such additional excise tax or inland duty 
continues to be raised. 

Provided always that British refined sugar shall in this respect be entitled to the treat- 
ment aceorded to refined sugar being the produce or manufacture of the most favoure! nation. 

5. The undersigned Plenipotentiaries have agreed that this Protocol shall be submitted 
to the two High Contracting Parties at the same time as the Treaty of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion signed this day, and that when the said Treaty is ratified the agreements contained in the 
Protocol shall also equally be considered as approved, without the necessity of a further formal 
ratification. 

It is agreed that this Protocol shall terminate at the same time the said Treaty ceases to 
be binding. 

In witness whereof the respective RJenipotentiaries have signed the same, and have affixed 
thereto the seal of their arms.

The two Japanese, Kusuuchi and Fukuhara, who were 
arrested under suspicion of being spies have been living 
in Shanghai for the past four years for the purpose of 
studying the Chinese language, and at the same time of 
investigating into the trade. It appears that last 
spring they made a visit to Hankow and one of them, i. e. 
Kusuuchi, also to Soochow, in order to study commercial 


transactions, but they went to no other part of the 


interior. 

They have been wearing Chinese costumes since about 
a year and a half ago, but this is a very common habit 
among young business students in China for the reason 
that they can thus secure many facilities in learning the 
language and commercial intercourse with the natives. 
They do so also because they have very limited means and 
they can live mére economically by adopting Chinese 
custom. Beside these there are no other special objects 
in view for wearing Chinese costumes.

The Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents of each of the 
Contracting Parties, residing in the dominions and possessions of the other, shall 
receive from the local authorities such assistance as can by law be given to them for 
the recovery of deserters from the vessels of their respective countries, 

It is understood that this stipulation shall not apply to the subjects of the country 
where the desertion takes place. 


ARTICLE XV. 


The High Contracting Parties agree that, in all that concerns commerce and 
navigation, any privilege, favour, or immunity which either Contracting Party has 
actually granted, or may hereafter grant, to the Government, ships, subjects, or citizens 
of any other State, shall be e ed immediately and unconditionally to the Govern- 
ment, ships, subjects, or Citizens of the other Contracting Party, it being their inten- 
tion that the trade and navigation of each country shall be placed, in all respects, by 
the other on the footing of the most favoured nation. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


Each of the High Contracting Parties may appoint Consuls-General, Consuls, 
Vice-Consuls, Pro-Consuls, and Consular Agents im all the ports, cities, and places of 
the other, except i in those where it may not be convenient to recognize ‘such officers. 

This exception, however, shall not be made in regard to one of the Contracting 
Parties without being made likewise in regard to every other Power. 

The Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, Pro-Consuls, and Consular Agents 
may exercise all functions, and shall enjoy all privileges, exemptions, and immunities 
which are, or may hereafter be, granted to Consular officers of the most favoured 
nation,

THE Government of Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and 
Empress of India, and the Government of His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, deeming 
it advisable in the interests of both countries to regulate certain special matters 
of mutual concern, apart from the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation signed this 
day, have, through their respective. Plenipotentiaries, agreed upon the following 
stipulations :— 

1. It is agreed by the Contracting Parties that one month after the exchange of 
the ratifications of the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation signed this day, the Import 
Tariff hereunto annexed shall, subject to the provisions of Article XXIII of the 
Treaty of 1858 at present subsisting between the Contracting parties, as long as the 
said Treaty remains in force and thereafter, subject to the provisions of Articles V 
and XV of the Treaty signed this day, be applicable to the articles therein enumerated, 
being the growth, produce, or manufacture of the dominions and possessions of Her 
Britannic Majesty, upon importation into Japan. But nothing contained in this 
Protocol, or the Tariff hereunto annexed, shall be held to limit or qualify the right 
of the Japanese Government to restrict or to prohibit the importation of adulterated - 
drugs, medicines, food, or beverages ; indecent or obscene prints, paintings, books, 
cards, lithographic or other engravings, photographs, or any other indecent or obscene 
articles ; articles in violation of patent, trade-mark, or copyright laws of Japan ; 
or any other article which for sanitary reasons, or in view of public security or 
morals, might offer any danger. 

The ad valorem duties established by the said Tariff shall, so far as may be deemed 
practicable, be converted into specific duties by a Supplementary Convention, which 
shall be concluded between the two Governments within six months from the date of 
this Protocol ; the medium prices, as shown by the Japanese Customs Returns during 
the six calendar months preceding the date of the present Protocol, with the addition 
of the cost of insurance and transportation from the place of purchase, production, or 
fabrication, to the port of discharge, as well as commission, if any, shall be taken as 
the basis for such conversion. In the event of the Supplementary Convention not 
having come into force before the expiration of the period fixed for the said Tariff 
to take effect, ad valorem dutiés in conformity with the rule recited at the end of 
the said tariff shall, in the meantime, be levied. 

In respect of articles not enumerated in the said tariff, the General Statutery 
Tariff of Japan for the time being in force shall, from the same time, apply, subject, as 
aforesaid, to the provisions of Article XXIII of the Treaty of 1858 and Articles V and 
XV of the Treaty signed this day respectively. 

From the date the tariffs aforesaid take effect, the Import Tariff now in operation 
in Japan in respect of goods and merchandize imported into Japan by British subjects 
shall cease to be binding. 

In all other respects the stipulations of the existing Treaties and Conventions shall 
be maintained unconditionally until the time when the Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation signed this day comes into force. 

2. The Japanese Government, pending the opening of the country to British 
subjects, agrees to extend the existing passport system in such a manmer as to allow 
British subjects, on the production of a certificate of recommendation from the British — 
Representative in T6ki6, or from any of Her Majesty's Consuls at the open ports in 
Japan, to obtain upon application passports available for any part of the country, and 
for any period not exceeding twelve months, from the Imperial Japanese Foreign Office 
in Téki6, or from the chief authorities in the Profecture in which an open port is 
situated ; it being understood that the existing Rules and Regulations governing 
British subjecta who visit the interior of the Empire are to be maintained. 


3: The Japanese Government undertakes, before the cessation of British Consular 
jurisdiction if Japan, to join the International Conventions for the Protection of 
Industrial Property and Copy right, 

4. It is understood between the two High contracting Parties that, if Japan think 
it necessary at any time to levy an additional duty on the production or manufacture of 
refined sugar in Japan, an increased customs duty equivalent in amount may be levied 
on British refined sugar when imported into Japan, so long as such additional excise 
tax or inland duty continues to be raised. 

Provided always that British refined sugar shall in this respect be entitled to the 
treatment accorded to refined sugar being the produce or manufacture of the most 
favoured nation. : 

5. The undersigned Plenipotentiaries have agreed that this Protocol shall be 
submitted to the two High Contracting Parties at the same time as the Treaty of 
Commerce and Navigation signed this day, and that when the said Treaty is ratified 
the agreements contained in the Protocol shall also equally be considered as approved, 
without the necessity of a further formal ratification. 

It is also agreed that this Protocol shall terminate at the same time the said 
Treaty ceases to be binding.

Memorandum. 


THE Undersigned having on the 29th June, 1894, telegraphed to his 
Government as follows :— 

** Board of Trade want to replace the words Japanese Customs ‘ Returns’ 
by the words ‘ average prices,’ because they say that these Returns already 
include the amounts for insurance, transport, &c.” 

The Undersigned received the following answer on the 11th July, 1894:— 

“You can assure British Government that Customs Returns do not 
include issurance, transportation, or commissions; they contain original values 
only as prescribed in Tariff Convention, 1866. Customs Returns much 
better and more constant basis than average prices.’ 

With reference to this the Undersigned has no hesitation to declare :— 

hat the prices which served as a basis to the Conventional Tariff of 
1866 are not the prices which are adopted since in the Custom-house 
Statistics as the medium price of the imports. 

2. That the Custom-house Statistics are made up on the contrary on 
actual documentary evidence which is at their disposal, and represent the 
average original prices, without the addition of msurance, transport, and 
commission. 

8. The Regulations under which British trade is to be conducted in 
Japan (Treaty of the 26th August, 1858) contain the following at the end of 
Article III :— 

‘On each entry the owner or consignee shall certify in writing that the 
entry then presented exhibits the actual cost of the goods, and that nothing 
has been concealed whereby the Customs of Japan would be defrauded, and 
the owner or consignee shall Sign his name to such certificate. 

“ The original invoice or invoices of the goods so entered shall be presented 
to the Custom-house Authorities, and shall remain in their possession until 
they have examined the goods contained in the entry.” 

The Undersigned is not aware that any subsequent arrangement has 
altered the principle of the production to the Custom-house of the original 
invoices, and it is his impression that these documents serve as material for the 
Custom-house Statistics which the Imperial Government wishes to adopt as 
basis. 

The Austrian-Hungarian Treaty of the 18th October, 1869, contains the 
same stipulations, and it will be remembered that the Conference of Tokio for 
the Revision of the Treaties, 1882, accepted this Treaty as the model Treaty 
on which the revision was to be based.

Medical Drugs is a s described in the preceeding para- 
graphs. Consequently, one and the same article, for 
example, tinctura amara, may be sometimes regarded as a 
Licensed Medicine and sometimes not. There are, however, 
a few cases where the distinction is made according to 
the character of the preparation; for example, “Hotan" is 
regarded as a Licensed Medicine in vhatever form it 

may be sold. 

7. Trade in Licensed Medicines is carried on by the 
manufacturers, wholesale or retail dealers or peddlers,

Yet these preparations pay no internal revenue tax. 
I note that Section 8 of the memorandum of the Minister 
of State for Home Affairs states that ‘Fleisch Pepton® is 
not classed as a “licensed medicine” on the ground that 
it is an article of nourishment. I fail to understand 
why it should be classed as an article of nourishment 
and Scott's kmulsion as a licensed medicine. They are

used, and used only, under exactly similar conditions,i.e 


as easily digested preparations to maintain and build 


up the strength of invalids. Neither one is ever used as 


ordinary "articles of nourishment. . That this statement 
cannot be successfully disputed I think I need only refer 
Your Excellency to the selling prive of *Fleish Pepton" 
in Tokyo; to wit,Yen 2.47 for a small tin box of the 
preparation. This price would seem to make "Fleisch 
Pepton" prohibited for any other than medical use. 

As for the English and French prepar@tions, I need 

only ask your inspection of the directions ett-upon se 
athe packages to convince Your Excellency that they are 
waitels medical preparations and come clearly within the 
meaning of the term “licensed medicines.as determined by 
section 1 of the memorandum. 

I have selected the three preparations herewith from 
other untaxed preparations that I have purchased in 
Tokyo, in the first place, as they serve to prove clearly 
that I have just grounds for the contention that the 
Internal Revenue Laws of Japan, as applied to preparation’ 
of this kind, are not equally enforced; that certain 
preparations are exempt from taxation and other prepara- 
tions of an exactly similar nature are taxed; and that, 
therefore, in practice, there is a discrimination against 
the latter. And, secondly, that they are articles of 
import from the three other coutries which, next to 

the 
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the United States , have the largest trade vith Japan. 


I very earnestly and respectfully request that Your | 


Excellency's Government will again consider the condit- 
inns under which this article of American trade is 
required to pay an internal revenue tax of tenper 
centum ad valorem, and if Scott's Bmulsion of Cod Liver 
Oil cannot be relieved of this tax, that I may be informd 
informed why it is that exactly similar products of 
English, French and German manufacture are freely sold in 
Japan without the payment of the same tax.

TREATY OF ALLIANCE BETWEEN 
JAPAN AND KOREA, 


In view of the fact that on the 25th of July, 
1894, the Korean Government entrusied His Im- 
perial Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary and Mini- 
ster Plenipotentiary at Séul, Korea, with the 
expulsion, on their behalf, of Chinese soldiers 
from Korean territory, the Governments of 
Japan and Korea have been placed in a situa- 
tion to give mutual assistance both offensive 
and defensive. Consequently the undersigued 
Plenipotentiaries, duly authorized by their re- 
spective Governments, have, with a view of 
defining the fact and of securing in the pre- 
mises concerted action on the part of the two 
countries, agreed tothe following Articles :-— 

A:ticle 1.—The object of the alliance is to main. 
tain the Independence of Korea on a firm footing 
and to promote the respective interests of both 
Japan and Korea by expelling Chinese soldiers 
from Korean territory. 

Article Il.—Japan will unde:take all warlike. 
operations agamst China, both offensive and de- 
fensive, while Korea will undertake to give every 
possible facility to Japanese soldiers :egardiny 
Aheir movements and supply of provisions. 

Article III.—This treaty shall cease and deter- 
mine at the conclusion of a Treaty of Peace with 
China. 

In witness whereof, the Plenipotentiaries of the 
lwo countries, have signed the treaty and hereunto 
affixed their seals.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE PRACTICAL UNITS OF 
ELECTRICAL QUANTITIES AND LIGHT, APPOINTED BY 
THE IMPERIAL JAPANESE GOVERNMENT. 


Since the British Association initiated the general’ employment of 
named and defined units of electrical measurements, the choice of interna- 
tional units of electrical quantities has been considered and discussed by 
several official and unofficial conferences. 

The present committee after considering what has been done and 
proposed in this matter, and feeling the present and future importance of 
a comprehensive and judicious selection of such units as will ultimately, 
if not at once, meet with universal approval and adoption, has resolved as 
follows :— 

I.—That, having regard to the further development of electricity, 
both in theory and in practice, it does not seem desirable to legulise the 
units proposed by either the French or the American (U. 8.) Government. 

II.—That, the practical units of electrical quantities should be based 
upon the electromagnetic system of units, and should be expressed in 
terms of length, mass and time, without reference to any specific property 
of matter. 

I{I1.—That, the denominations and magnitudes of practical units of 
electrical quantities sliould be as follows :— 

1.-—The practical unit of electric resistance should be denominated 
the Ohm and should have the value of 10* units of resistance on the 
C. G. 8. system of electromagnetic units. 

2.—The practical unit of electric current-should be denominated the 
Ampere and should have the value of one unit of current on the C. G. 8. 
system of electromagnetic units. 

8.—The practical unit of electromotive force should be denomin- 
ated the Volt and should have the value of 10® units of electromotive force 
on the C. G. 8. system of electromagnetic units. 

4.—The practical unit of electric quantity should be denominated the 
Coulomb and should have the value of one unit of quantity on the C. G. 8. 
system of electromagnetic units. 

5.—The practical unit of electrtc capacity should be denominated the 
arad and should have the value of 10* units of capacity on the C. G. 8. 
ystem of electromagnetic units.

6.—The practical unit of electric work should be denominated the 
Joule ®nd should have the value of 10° units of work on the OC. G. 8. 
system of electromagnetic units. 


7.—The practical unit of electric power should be denominated the 
Watt and should have the value of 10° units of power on the C. G. 8. 
system of electromagnetic units. 


8.—The practical unit of inductance should be denominated the 
Henry and should lave the value of 10* units of inductance on the C. G. 8. 
system of electromagnetic units. 


9.—For the present the qualifying word “‘ Universal” should be pre- 
fixed to these denominations to distinguish them from those now in use. 

IV.—That, the present state of science is not in a condition to define 
standard of measurement for the intensity of light. 


Note. 


The choice of dimensions of electrical units now in use, though 
fortunately based upon the C. G. S. system,/is to be regretted in as much 
3 it fuiled to adopt uniformity of dimensjons. All who have followed the 
ecent progress of electricity have repeatedly felt this want of uniformity 
n the system. When the British Association made its selection of those 
mits in 1862, its committee was guided by the then existing state of 
lectrical applications, the only extensive one of which was telegrayhy. 
Of the immense stride which the applications of electricity have since 
made there was scarcely any conception. 


Electric lighting, the electric transmission of power, the electric 
irnace, the telephone, and the electrostatic and electromagnetic effects 
if alternating currents now in daily use, were almost all unknown and 
lence the absence of any units of electric power, energy and inductance.

The practical unit of current is sometimes expressed by referring to 
e electrolysis of silver nitrate: but considering that the constant of 
ectrolysis is derived from the determination of current by tlie dynamical

method, the committee thinks it more legitimate toe define the unit of 
current by referring to dynamical action between circuits of known 
geometrical construction. For this purpose, standard coils may be made 
and preserved in the shape of the Kelvin balance. 

The practical standard of electromotive force as defined by the so 
called standard cells must be considered as a secondary standard, in so far 
as its constants are usually derived from the measurement of current and 
resistance. 

Though the committee by no means depreciates the merit of elec- 
trolysis and standard cells as very convenient means for standardising 
current and electromotive force in practice, yet for a legal definition it 
considers that the mercury standard of resistance, and unit intensity of 
current as derived from tle dynamical method will be sufficient. 

Other practical units than those given above were considered by the 
committee, but it did not find any necessity for adopting such unit at 
present. 

As regards the standard for light; although it is very desirable to 
have some well-defined one, the committee is of opinion that the platinum- 
standard proposed by the French Government is not suitable for practical 
use and also that there are serious objections to every other kind of 
standards hitherto employed or proposed owing to its not being constant in 
intensity and not having the same colour as most liglits ; it is therefore 
npossible at the present time to give a satisfactory definition of a 
practical standard of light. 

Such system of electrical units as proposed by the present com- 
mittee will have no doubt been thought of already by many, bat doubt as 
9 the practicability of its international adoption will have caused hesita- 
tion in bringing it forward. The present committee considers that 
notwithstanding long accustomed usage, the electrical units now in use 
must give place sooner or later to a better system which will help the 
progress of electrical science and its applications’ in the future. 

The committee hereby express its earnest desire that the government 
may take the measures best calculated to make the proposed system 
international.

This deci- 
sion which has been communicated to Sir Robert Hart, Inspect- 
or General of Customs, has caused this Legation much regret. 
It is to be hoped that it is not final. 

It cannot be unknown to the Government of Japan that the 


light-house sy stem of China has been built up by the patient 


perseverance of Sir Robert Hart, during many years, and at 


enormous expense. The lighting of this dangerous coast is 
of the greatest importance to commercial interests generally, 
and chiefly to neutral commercial interests. The lLight-houses 
now in existence have been of inestimable value in securing 
the safety of life and property afloat under all flags. 

For the maintainance of existing lights, and the comple- 
tion of three now under construction, the customs cruisers 
will be compelled to continue their work, with or without the 
protection of Japan. Trouble and anxiety would, however, be

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saved and greater efficiency secured were they free from 

fear of interference. I beg you, if it meets with your 
approval, to renew to the Japanese Government the earnest 
recommendation of this Legation that the customs cruisers

is withdraw ) be granted certificates which will secure them 
in the unmolested performance of their duty. 

It is unnecessary to dwell on the disasters that might 
result to vessels of triendly powers from a derangement of 
the light-house system of China, nor on the opprotiun that 
would attach to the voluntary author of such derangement. 

Should the decision of Japan be reversed, I request a 
telerraphic reply.

Vice-Admiral lid, who commanded in the 
naval engagement on the 17th instant, has sent

Acting in concert witlt the land force, Ll reached | 


Chemulpo Bay on tlie 12th instant, and on the 
14'h, leaving the Second Mying Squadron and the 
Vayeyama Kan in that Bay, I set out with the rest 
of the ships aud made the mouth of the Ta-dong 
river on the 15th, The Third Flying Squadion, 
accompanied - by the sloops Banjo Kan aud 
Amaks Kan avd to:pedo beats, pushed up the 
river as far as Chyor Island and aided the military 
operations, Ou the 16th instant, the Pr ineipal 
Squadion, together with the Fist Flying Squa 
dion, namely, the Akagi Kan and the Satkyo 
Maran, making in all 12 vessels, set out from the 
Ta dong tivert, under my command, and passing 
Haiyang Island at dawn on the 17th instant 
reached the bay of Taku-shan harbour in 
Manchuia, There we found fouteen of the 
enemy's war-ships and six torpedo boats. A fierce 
engagement ensued, lasting from 12.45 p.m. wotil 


past 5 in the eventing, We sank ov destroyed fot 


of the enemy’s ships, the Lat yuen, the Yang wet, 
ihe Chao yung, and either the Chin-yuen ov the 
Chih-yuen, and matiy of the others were seriously 
damaged by out fite. The ling yuen aud King 
yuen took fire, and great contusion was observed 
on board, Towards. dusk, observing that the 
enemy's fleet was retiring in the direction of the 
Gulf of Pechili, we took a direction calcu- 
lated to intercept them, but being obliged to 
keep at a considerable distance dusing the 
night owing to the enemy's being provided 
with torpedo boats, we lost sight of them. Ex: 
pecting, however, that we should be able to 
pick themup at daylight, we held on te Hope 
Sound, but fatled to see anything of the enemy. 
li being therefore uncertain whether he might not 
have returned to his original position, we steamed 
back to the scene of the preceding day’s fight, aind 
observed the smoke of two or three vessels a lotig 
way off but could not discover whither they were 
making. Having therefore taken steps to break 
up the Yang-wei, which, being on fire, bad been 
run ashore by the enemy, we returned here (mouth 
of the Ta-dong tiver). The Satkyo Maru, with the 
Commaydet-in-Chief (Admiral Viscount Kaba- 
yama) on board was frequently in imminent peri, 
but happily made her escape and returned hither 
before the test of the Squadron, We lost none 
of our ships, but of course received some injury. 
The Matsushima Kan was the most severely 
handled, but is in no way incapacitated for duty. 
Our losses are 10 officers and 69 men killed, and 
160 officers and men wounded, The heaviest 
casualties were im the Matsushima Kan, the 
Akagi Kan, and the Hiyei Kan. wn this fight the 
Hiyei Kan aud the Akagt Kan weve most hotly 
erpaged, The Hiyed, alter a gallant fight, lett 
the Squadron temporarily, returned here, aud 


having placed her wounded ou board a transport, | 


set oul, l understand, Th company with the Kas- 
mon Kan lo tefoin my command, 


The above report confirms the telegrams ori- 


_ginally sent from Shanghai as to the scene of 


the action. It proves also that the Japanese 
Squadron had no expectation of meeting the 
Chinese. Admiral Viscount Kabayama would 
never have been cruising in the Satkyo Maru 


had there been any suspicion that the Peiyang, 


Fleet would have been encountered. We may 
‘note en passané that whereas some reports 


speak of 11 Japanese ships, others mention 12. 
The explanation of this discrepancy is that the 
Saikyo Maru is included in, the latter total, 


whereas, for fighting purposes, she counts for 


virtually nothing.

The Matsushima Kan mudt have had™an | 
exceedingly hot time in the action of the 171h 
instant, She had no less than 110 of her crew 
put Aors de combai. Yet slie fought on to the 
bitterend. The total casualties in the Squadron 
were 239. Hence the Matsushima suffered | 
nearly as much as all the rest put together. It 
would be very interesting to know exactly how 
that occurred. According to what we have 
learned, a shell from one of the enemy's big 
guns struck the second gun on the starboard 
side of the vessel. The A/assushima has six 
guns mounted forwards, three on each side. 
Thus, when in action, a great number of 
her crew are collected in one part of the 
ship, and it appears that the blow which tem- 
porarily disabled No, 2 starboard gun caused | 
great carnage among the men. The ship her- 
self, however, can not have suffered much. She 
proceeded to Sasebo on the 18th and was able | 
to put to s¢a again on the following day. 

The Aiyei Kan also, though her loss of men 
was very heavy, did not suffer to any serious 
extent. She too is at sea now with the squadron, 
What she chiefly wanted after the battle was a 
new crew, 

The remaining ships do not seem to have 
been struck at all. We speak of the ships 
themselves, for, of course, some shots must have 
found their way amongthe men. Certainly not 
oue of the vessels suffered sufficiently to be 
obliged to temporarily leave her place in the 
Squadron. Out of 11 men-of-war only two were 
hurt so mach as to need repairs that could not 
be executed on board,.and thosetwo seem to have 
been able to put to sea again within three days. 
(We do not, of course, reckon the Satkyo Maru, 
which is not a man-of-war and onght not to 
have been in the fight at all.) Yet the battle 
lasted 5 hours; the enemy's war-ships numbered 
4 with torpedo-boats, and four of his ships 
were sunk. Evidently the torpedo-boats were 
a total failure. They did not succeed in hit- 
ting even the Saikyo Alaru as she jay rudderless 
and temporarily helpless.

THE IMPERIAL DIET. 


| 

| Yesterday the Imperial Diet met for the trans- 

action of regular business. Its proceedings have 

not yet been fully telegraphed, but the following 
speech was delivered by His Excellency Count 

_lto’in the House of Peers :— 


 Gertremen,—The Korean affair having deve- 
_loped into a war between this country and China, 
His Majesty the Emperor was pleased to remove 
the Imperial military head-quarte:s to this place, 
and to assume in person the solemn duty .of 
geveral control over the expeditionary forces. 
His Imperial Majesty has further been pleas. 
ed to convene here an extraordinary session 
of the Diet, so that you may take part in the 
deliberation of military measures of urgent im 
portance. I have now the honour, in the discharge 
‘of my official duties, to avail myself of this op 
‘portunity for laying before you a general account 
of the circumstances that led to the present war 
between Japan aud China, 

It was Japau that took the lead in concluding 
with Koreaa treaty recognizing her independence 
and in thus introducing her to the rest of the world. 
Subsequently, in the course of a few years, other 
countries also opened communications with Korea, 
recognizing her independence and concluding 
treaties with her on that basis. From the close 
proximity of Korea to our shores, it follows that 
her aly oy or disorder, her prosperity or 
decline, have most important bearings upon 
this country’s welfare. Unfortunately Korea is 
not only weak and enervated, but is also afflicied 
with the curse of maladministration, Internal 
disorders are frequent, and, what is worse, the 
Government is so helpless to restore order that 
such disorders very often constitute dangers to 
the foreign residents of the country. Since Korea 
is thus daily declining, Japan has to consider her 
case seriously. If Japan chooses to leave her to 
her fate, well and good, But if, on the contrary, 
by way of completing the original programme of 
this empire when we recognised Korean indepen. 
dence in anticipation of any other nation, Japan, 
be desirous, as she undoubtedly is, of protecting 
her rights and interests in Korea, then it is impera- 
tively necessary for her to secure the consolidation 
of Korea’s independence as the basis of general 
peace in the Hast. Since the Restoration, in par- 
suance of the Grand Imperial Policy, it has been 
Japau’s aim at home to promote civilization, and 
abroad to develop foreign intercowse. Valuing, 
as slie does, the general peace of the East, it has 
ever been her desire to advance in her career of 
civilization hand in hand with her neighbours. 
Such, pete seen f has always been the policy 
pursued by this country toward Korea, whenever 
trouble occurred in the peninsula, and similarly 
in her intercourse with China, Japan has always 
been frank and just, highly appreciating the 
Middle Kingdom's friendship and good will, For 
instance, at the outset of the present trouble, 
Japan desired, in accordance with the spirit of 
the Tientsin Treaty, to divide equally with China 
the responsibility of rendering assistance to Korea, 
and maintaining the peace of the East. China, on 
the other hand, wantouly rejected Jupan’s pro- 
posals on vain pretexts. Thereupon Japan had 
single-handed to advise Kotea aboitt the reform 
of her Administration. Korea was prompt in com- 
plying with Japan's friendly counsels, but China 
secretly and openly tried all means to thwart the 
work of reform, thereby creating a state of affairs 
that ultimately made war inevitable. At this point 
I shall lay before you correspondence that passed 
between the Governments ot the two Countries, as 
an assistance to the right understanding of the 
situation. (Here follow various documents. of 


which translations will be published in our next. 
issue.) What has thus far been read will show 
you how haughty and insulting has been China’s 
attitude in this matter. On the one hand, she 
insisted on Korea’s being her dependency ; while, 
on the other, she pretended to recognize the 
autonomy of that Kingdom. In other words, 
China, while herself all the while interfering with 
Korea’s affairs, tried to prevent the intervention 
of any other State, thus placing Korea under her 
sole management. China object was evidently to 
utilize Korea’s internal disorders for the purpose 
of increasing her own prestige there, and instead 
of helping the peninsula Kingdom to renovate its 
strengthand preserve its independence, she sought 
to destroy its very existence and annex its territory. 
In pursuance of that policy, China tried, on the 
one hand, to obtaim the withdrawal of the Japanese 
troops, on the false pretext that the Togaku-td 
had been subdued, thereby to gain time to send 
reinforcements to Korea by way of intimidation. 
On the other, in utter disregard of the Tientsin 
Treaty, she attempted to instigate Korea to reject 
Japan's friendly advice. There are abundant 
proofs to establish this point, but I do not think 
it necessary to dwell upon them at any length. 
At this stage of the affair, certain Powers took the 
friendly office of mediation, and approached the 
Governments of the two countries. Bat their well 
meant advice was rejected by China. Thereupon 
His Majesty Government instructed its Chargé 
d Affaires in Peking to declare to the Chinese 
Government that, since China was bent upon 
aggtavating the complication, she alone must 
be held responsible for any emergency that 
might thereafter arise. China not only rejected 
Japan's friendly counsel and sought to disturb the 
peace of the East, but she even committed acts of 
warfare againstthis Empire. Under such circum: 
stances, the only course left for Japan was to accept 
the challenge. Since the issue of the Imperial 
Rescript relating to the declaration of war, our 
Army avd Navy-ti been able, by virtue 
of His Majesty? plocd> as well as by the 
devotion aud skill of the officers and men, to 
achieve repeated victories. You will heartily 
join with me in congratulating the country upon 
such an auspicious state of things. You, gentle- 
men, have already listened to the Speech from the 
Throne, and I have no doubt that you are pre- 
pared to perform your important legislative func- 
tions, so that the ultimate object of the present war 
may be attained by hea:ty cdsperation between 
the Government aud the peuple.

The war budget voted yesterday by the House 
of Representatives was passed unanimously in 
the House of Peers this afternoon. The House 
of Representatives to-day voted an Address 
to the Throne, expressing gratitude for His 
Majesty’s unceasing personal attention to the 
affairs of the War; a Representation Ao the 
Government, exhorting it to devote its utmost 
exertions to carry out the Imperial pleasure in 
connection with the war, and a Vote of Thanks 
to the Army and the Navy. 

All the Bills having been disposed of, notice 
has just now been given that the ceremony of 
closing the Diet will take place to-morrow 
morning, and that the Imperial Household 
Department will, by His Majesty's order, give 
an entertainment to the high officials and the 
members of both houses.

As 
soon as the revolt is quelled, we will request the 
withdrawal of the troops and shall not ask for their 
longer detention so that they may not suffer the 
hardships of being abroad for a long period. 

The telegram further states that the application 
upon examination is found to be urgent both in 
words and in fact, and that it is in harmony with 
our constant practice to protect our tributary states 
by sending our troops to assist them, These cir- 
cumstances were accordingly submitted to His 
Imperial Majesty, and in obedience to his will, 
General Yel, Commander of troops in Chili has 
been ordered to proceed at once to Zenra and 
Chinsei in Korea with selected troops, and to 
speedily suppress the disturbance in such manner

civil revolts and disturbances of such frequent re- 
currence as to justify the conclusion that the Go- 
vernment of that country is lacking in some of the 
elements which are essential to responsible inde 
pendence, 

The interests of Japan in Korea, arising from 
propinguity as well as commerce, are too important 
and far-reaching to allow her to view with in- 
difference the deplorable condition of affairs in 
that Kingdom, . 


In this situation an attitude of unconcern on the 
part of Japan would not only be a denial of the 
sentiments of friendship and good co:respondence 
which the Imperial Government entertain for 
Korea, but it would be a censurable disregard of 
the law of self preservation. 


The necessity for the adoption of measures 
looking to the peace and tranquillity of Kovea 
is for the reasons already given, a demand which 
the Imperial Government cannot permit lo pass 
unheeded, for so long as those measures are de- 
layed so long will the cause of the disorder exist, 


In the estimation of the Imperial Government 
therefore the withdrawal of their forces should be 
consequent upon the establishment of some under- 
standing that will serve to guarantee the future 
peace, order, and good government of the country. 
That course of action is, moreover, It seems tov 
His Imperial Majesty’s Government, not only in” 
perfect harmony with the spirit of the Tientsin 
Convention, but it accords with the dictates of 
reasonable precaution. 

Should the Government of China continue to 
hold views antagonistic to those which I have.

THE DIET. 


THE Extraordinary Session of the Diet 


came to an end on the 22nd instant. It 
was marked throughout by ap. absence 
of party friction and a degree of unanimity 
unprecedented in Japan’s parliamentary 
records. Such a result had been anti- 
cipated. The people being absolutely a 
unit with regard to this war, their represen- 
tatives were not likely to differ. Japan is 
animated by one sentiment at present—a 
determination to beat China to her knees 
or to perish in the effort. Not a solitary 
voice is auywhere raised in favour of hesi- 
tation or half measures. The nation is 
fighting in Korea, not the army alone. 
That the Diet would cheer on the Govern- 
ment, and gladly vote whatever supplies 
were demanded, was therefore a foregone 
conclusion. Yet the story of the three 
days’ session at Hiroshima is even more 
striking than could reasonably have been 
anticipated. The programme of the Cabi- 
net was simple. 
laid before the Houses a succint statement 
of the causes of the war, together with 
copies of the despatches thathad passed be- 
tween the Governments of Peking and 
Tientsin. The Ministerof State for Finatice 
introduced the War Budget. On Count

That is an immense sum for Japan. 

Nearly the double of her annual income,

offer some assurance of its probable suffi- | 
ciency or some recognition of the magni- | 
tude of the national effort involved.

He did not even think of limiting his 

hearers’ patriotism by suggesting that the 

sacrifice now demanded of them would be 

final. What he said was that, however 

great might be the outlays required for 

the prosecution of the war, the Diet, he 

knew well, would grant every appropria- 

tion asked for. That was doubtless the 

kind of speech best suited to the temper 

of the nation.

Let us pass, for a moment, from this 
decidedly dramatic scene into the realm 
of sober arithmetic.

IMPORTANT QUESTION OF 
CONSULAR JURISDICTION, 


Mr. Nakano Takeaki, Governor of Kana- 
gawa-ken, has put the following question to 
the Foreign Affairs Department, and received 
. as subjoined, concerning American 
j tion over Japanese sailors on board 
American vessels :— 

The Consular jurisdiction under the present 
treaties being applicable only to the subjects 
of the Treaty Powers, in case a subject pee 
Power, bees Ha legally entered the service of 
a vessel belonging to another Power, commits 
a crime, the Consul of the Power to which he 
belongs has jurisdiction over him; and it 
follows of course that when such a sailor is a 
pg of this country or a foreigner coming 

the jurisdiction of this country, the 
Japanese Courts shall have jurisdiction over 
him. The United States of America, how- 
ever, claims jurisdiction over the sailors of 
any vessels belonging to them, irrespective of 
the sailors’ nationality, for offences committed 
under the United States fing. For an in- 
stance, a British subject who had committed 
murder a few years ago in Yokohama, was 
tried in the Court of the United States Con- 
sulate-General. He a ed subsequently. 
But the United States Supreme Court recog- 
nises plainly such jurisdiction over the sub- 
jects of another power, as can be seen from 
the mr given ; and it is understood that 
the European Powers also consent to such 
jurisdiction. From this, it appears that a 
ew at of this country or a foreigner coming 
the jurisdiction of this country, under 
similar circumstances, so long as he is a 
sailor belonging to a United States vessel, 
shall come under the jurisdiction of the Con- 
sul of that Power.

My instructions to Mr. Nakano, Your Excellency will 
observe, had relation solely to the question of jurisdiction 
over offences committed in this Empire by Japanese subjects 
and citizens of Powers not having jurisdiction in Japan, who 
belonged to the crews of foreign vessels. Your Excellency's 
reservations are of a general character and are predicated 
upon the laws and instructions of your Government, and I do

the interpretation placed by the Imperial Government unpon 
the jurisdictional stipulations contained in the Treaty 
between our two Countries. 

But under the circumstances, happily no case involving 
the point in question has yet arisen and consequently the 
subject at this time possesses only an abstract interest. And 
as no such case may arise in the future I beg to suggest the 
advisability of allowing the matter to remain in abeyance 
in its present situation, making the discussion of the point 
hereafter, dependent upon the actual occurrence of a concrete 
case which would give practical importance to the question.

It is alleged that, 
in the Sydney's case, the operation was 
conducted in the face of Consular protests. 
We must decline to believe anything of 
the kind. The exercise of an immemorially 
acknowledged belligerent right can scarcely 
have provoked the opposition of intelli- 
gent and responsible officials. Had con- 
traband of war been discovered in eitherthe 
Gaelic or the Sydney, the ship would have 
been confiscable as well as thearticle. But 
in this instance not goods but passengers 
were in question, and some critics appear to 
think that a hard and fast line is drawn 
by international law between contraband 
of war. carried in a neutral bottom and 
passengers travelling by a neutral ship. 
The case of the ‘Zrent, for example, has 
been cited as proving that the neutral flag 
covers passengers under all circumstances. 
But the case of the Zren# is not apposite. | 
What is established is that civil servants 
of a belligerent, proceeding in a neutral 
vessel from a neutral port to a neutral 
port, can not be taken forcibly from that 
vessel on the high seas by another 
belligerent. The conditions’in the case 
of the Sydney are radically different. 
There we have the military employés of a 
belligerent travelling by a neutral vessel 
from a port in the territory of one 


belligerent to a port in the territory of the | 
other. No precedent exists to regulate | 
the procedure under such conditions. But : 
precedents become superfluous where first | 
principles are involved. It would be |

Whether it was worth Japan’s while to 
concern herself about Messrs. HOWIE and 
BROWN, we are inclined to doubt. Were 
the engine of destruction, of which they 
assert themselves inventors, capable of 
accomplishing much, they need not 
have travelled so far a-field to find a 
purchaser, nor would its value have been 
appraised so low as a hundred thousand 
dollars. We should be inclined to let 
such adventurers flock unmolested to 
China. But these are the reflections of 
irresponsible outsiders. After all, Japan's 
, duty is to neglect nothing that makes for 
_ the success of her troops and the safety of 
their lives.

The Messageries Maritimes 8.8. Sydney, 
which was to have sailed at 7 a.m. for Shang-

manifest as general cargo. Amongst the 
passengers from San Francisco appeared the 
names of Chung Moore and Jno. Brown, and 
after the search of the vessel had been sanc- 
tioned by the French Cousul, the rooms of 
these two ‘gentlemen were subjected & a 
rigorous search as also were those of two 
other American gentlemen whose names have 
not yet transpired. It appears that Mr. Chung 
Moore is a Chinese by birth but a naturalised 
American citizen who has been for years the 
official Secretary and Interpreter to the Chi- 
nese Legation at Washington, but who having 
failed in some Chinese Examination is now 
being sent home with a letter of recom- 
mendation to the Imperial Authorities ** to 
give him active service.”

In the course of conversation, Mr. Masujima stated that 
the property of the American Bpiscopal Mission in Kyoto 
was held in the name of three Japanese clergymen., That 
effort had been made to have it officially registered as 
the property of an organised society in Japan but the 
local authorities suspecting that such a society might be 
controlled by foreigners refused to grant registration. 

This apparent determination to prevent the registration 
of property held for religious purposes has partly been 
increased by rumors that the Greek and other foreign 
churches were about to or had already purchased large 
tracts of land in the Holy City (Kyete) for such relig- 
ious propagandism. Mr. Masujima thought that the local 
authorities had exceeded their authority in going behind 
the statement contained in the usual application for re- 
gistration of land by Japanese citizens, there being no 
provision for fereigners to held land either directly or 
by proxy, and that land so held was of course at the tisk 
of being sold for the debts of the nominal owners pro 
rata. He thought that it ought to be recognized as the 
property of a Japanese society duly registered as such. 
The Japanese registration officials in the above instance 
simply declined to recognize or register the property in 
the names of the three thustees as trustees of a certain 


Jupanese Home Missionary Seciety. This Society was not a 


a registered corporation, Mr. Masujima expresses 
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doubt as to any society not a registered corporation be’ 


ing able to hold property in the names of trustees 
as such.

Opinion of Mr. R. Masujima, Barrister-atLaw. 

Questions have been submitted to me as to (1) whether 
there is any method under the present law of Japan by 
which real property can be held in trust for educational 
religious, or charitable pupposes by one or more indivi- 
duals, so that (a) the property shall not be liable fer 
the debts or other personal liabilities of the trustee}, 
and (b) the trust shall be enforcible at law ; (2) 
whether there is any method by which an association can 
be organized into a corporation for such purposes as 
aforesaid, and (3) what are the provisions on these points 
of the proposed new Civil Code? 

First.-- The holding of property for such purposes has 
been arranged in many cases to stand in the name or mames 


of one or more individuals as trustees by entry on the 


registry of real property of these individuals as trust- 


ees together with the conditions of trust. It is 
thought that such registration is sufficient to bind the 
public by notice, so as to oblige them to effect inquir- 
ies before they touch the property at all and also to pro- 
tect the estate from being taken to satisfy any private 
claims which may arise against the trusf$ees individually. 
The trust so arranged is binding upon the trustees them- 
selves as matter of agreement for them to discharge the 
conditions of trust so undertaken by them. All these 
relations will be enforced by the Japanese Court. The 
question simply is whether the public ought to be bound 
by notice of the registry of real property. I think they 
ought to be bound by it. I shall now explain the positins 
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of the different properties held by the Nippon Seikeo-Kwai 
In the case of the Kyeto land first bought but afterwards 
seld, a declaration of trust executed with the attesta- 


tion of a notary public was registered without difficulty 
The second piece there beught, of which a similar de- 


claration of trust wasexecuted, was to have been register 
ed in the same way : but some rumors, then current in | 
Kyoto with reference to purchases said to have been made 
by some other foreign mission, deterred the registrars 
from effecting the registration of the document”, they 
suspecting that the property was intended to be held for 
the benefit of foreigners.A streng pretest was made and 
careful explahation was given to the officials in order 

| to dispel such suspicion, fer the document proposed to 
be registered contained nething to warrant it; but they 
were not to be convinced. To compel the officials to 
effect the registration as desired, it would have been 
necessary to resort to legal preceeding; but it was = 
thought not advisable to de so in a matter concerning the 
affairs of the church. The preperty now stands in the 
individual names of Mr. Chikashige, Mr. Shigarami, and 
Mr. Tagawa, as their joint property, and a declaration of 
trust en the property has been execubed with the attesta- 
tion of a notary public; but the circumstances above men- 
tioned have prevented the names of the trustees and the 
conditions of trust from being entered on the record. 
Therefore the record of the title ef this Kyeto preperty 
is not yet oh a satisfactory footing. 

the Maebashi property still stands in the individual 

names of Mr. Ogawa and Mr. Nishikawa, as at the time when 4

first bought by them. It should be transferred to trust- 
ees, and such transfer and declaration of trust should 
be recorded in the registry of real property in a manner 
similar to the arrangement proposed to be followed in 
cases of other trust property. The registration of the 
Kojimachi property contains the entry of such trust with 
the names of the trustees; but the declaration of trust 
was not registered, though it was executed with the attes 
tation of a netary public. 

Thus the second piece of land bought at Kyoto does not 
appear on the registry as trust property. The Maébashi 
property has not yet been transferred to trustees, nor 
has a declaration of trust for it yet been executed. 

The Kojimavhi property is the only estate which stands 
on a sound footing. with reference to the metheds so far 
Pursued, I would say that the property can be pretected 
beth as regards te. trustees and their creditors, previded 
that the fact of its being held on trust appear on the 
record of the registry of real property. However, thus 
to register property is a somewhat expensive process, as 
all these steps have to be gone threuh every time on the 
purchase of each new piece of property. It would simpli- 
fy the matter if the Nippon Seiko-kwai could be so organ- 
ized as te enjoy a corporate existence. Then any propery 
beught could be transferred at once to the name of the 
legal representative of the seciety. As things at pre- 
sent are, every vendor may object to have anything to do 
with a transfer to trustees of whom er whose duties as 


such they have no knewledge. The practice hitherto 


followed has been first to acquire property in the name

incerporated if its members se wish. Various rules are 
prescribed for such a non-tradal corporation with refer- 
ence te its organization and government, viz, the mode 
of managing its preperty and affairs, the appointment of 
its efficials and trustees, their duties and liabilities, 
the mutual rights and duties of its members, etc. But 
these are not intended to be hard and fast rules ; they 
are meant only to indicate the general principles which 
each corporation must conform tp. Irrespective of the 


Civil Cede being or not being yet in force, the details 


ef such matters will always have. to be settled solely by 


the agreement of the members composing the corporation in 
question . I have therefore come to the conclusion that 
any association can be incerporated if it fulfills the / 
formalities of netification required to be observed by 
trading cerperations. 

To effect such incorporation, permission must be obtain- 
ed from that department of state iin whose control the 
object of the association falls. There must be at least 
seven promoters. The corporation must have its register- 
ed seat. It must hae its corporate seal with the cor- 
porate name inscribed thereon, The corporate name must | 
embody in itself the words "Kabushiki-Kwaisha® meaning 
‘company limited by shares® ; for instance, the Nippon- 
Seiko-Kuai-would have to be called "the Nippon-Seiko-Kwai 
Kabushiki~Kwaisha®. It-must have a memorandum and article 
of association like any other company limited by shares. 
These documents must provide for such ordinary matters as 
are generally embodied in them in the case of tradal cor- = 
porations. For instance, rules relating to general meet~— a 


~ere 


meetings, shares and transfer of shares, auditing of ac- 
counts, inspection of books, etc: It is thought, however, 
that some restraint can be placed on the transfer of 
shares ; for as has been explained above, all details 

can be settled by the joint wish of the members and 
shares are after all only a mode of defining the liabili- 
ties of members between themselves and vis-a-vis the cor- 
poration composed by them ; and whether the shares of a 
corporation, (at any rate of a non-tradal corporation) ae 
are transferable or not, does not affect the essential 
fact that its liability is limited. [It is not necessary 
for the purpose of such an association that its shares 
should be boughtior sold in the market. If a non-tradal 
association takes advantage of the process of incorpora- 
tion,this need only be done for the purpose of Liniting 
its liability to the extent of its corporate property, 
and to separate its corporate existence from that of the 


individual members composing it. 


No incorporation of any non-tradal association has 
hitherto been attempted. An attempt on the part of such 
an association to be so incorporated would be: a:novelty 
in the history of Japanese institutions. 

It is hoped that the above will indicate the general 
aspect of the subject, and furnish satisfactory answers 
to the questions asked. Further details can be given if 
desired.

He fiirther says * With reference to the methods so far 
pursued, I would say that the property can be protected 
both as regards to trustees and their creditors, provided 
that the fact of its being held on trust appear on the reterq 


wregistry of real property. However, thus to register pre-- 3 


perty is a somewhat expensive process, as all the steps 
have to be gone through every time on the purchase of 
each new piece of property, it would simplify the matter 
er if the Nippon Seiko-kwai could be so organised as to 
enjoy a corporate existence : Then any property could 
be transferred at once to the name of the legat represen- 
tative of the Seciety. As things at present are, every 
vendor may object to have anything to do with the trans- 
fer to trustees of whom or whose duties as such they has 
no knowledge.” Mr. Masujima then discusses, in a very 
generel way the question whether the aim of the Board to 
secure its Japanese real property can be attained under 
the present law of Japan, by the incorporation of * a non- 
tradal asseciation®. He concludes as follews : °No in- 
corporation of any non-tradal association has hitherto 
been attempted. An attempt on the part of such an assecia- 
tion te be se incorporated woul be a novelty in the his- 
tory of Japanese institutions.° 

No articles of incorporation are sketched out by Mr. 
Masujima. His whole paper confirms the information which 
we have previously received of the very unsatisfactory 
nature of the tenure of our real property in Japan. a 

It is well to read Mr. Masuj ima's opinion in the eae a 
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of the information conveyed to us by the Right Rev. John 
McKim Bishop of Tokyo in his letter of the 14th of Decem- 
ber last to this Board. | 

After referring to the very stringent act against hold- 
ing real property by or in trust for foreigners which cai 
then (or about to be ) before the Japanese Imperial Par- 
liament~ the passage of which act was prevented by the | 
dissolution of Parliament- he says; “You are of course, 
aware of the unsatisfactory way in which all of our mis- 
sion property outside of the Foreign Concession is held. 
Under present Japanese law aliens are not permitted to 
lease or own property outside of certain defined limits, 
Property purchased by our mission in Kyété, Maebashi, 
and in Tékyé outside of Tsukiji is all held in the name 
of Japanese in whom we have c@nfidence, At the very 
best, we are not secured against alienation . The pro- 
perty is liable for debts incurred by these Japanese, and 
in the event of their death may be claimed by their heirs. 
The plan for the holding of property, proposed to Bishop 
Hare by Mr, Masujima and embodied in a Deed of Trust 
drawn up by him, is sajd-by other legal authorities to 
have no status under Japanese law. 
The proposed act, mentioned above makes the position of 
a Japanese holding property for us a very embarrassing 
one.” 
The Committee recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

*" Resolved that the Secretary of this meeting be author 
ized and requested to communicate, on behalf of this So- — 
ciety, with the Secretary of State of the United States 
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of America, respectfully callingattention to the fact , 


that in all other places in the Japanese Empire than in 
the Foreign Coneessions at Osaka and Téky5, the tenure 
of the real property which we have purchased is very in- 
definite and uncertain; stating that while we are anxious 
not to violate or evade any Japanese law, we are also 
very desirous that real property acquired by the Society 
outside of the Foreign Concessions, in the progress of 
its mission work, may be secured to it ; and courteously 
asking the Secretary of Stete to confer, on this matter, 
with the Japanese Government, in such mode and at such 
early date as to him may seem best. 
The foregoing recommendation was adopted.

THIS Declaration and Covenant, made by the parties 
subscribing hereto this seventh day of August 1890, in 
conformation and furtherance of a certain agreement, made . 
and executed on the 24th day of February 1888 between the 
Trustees of the Meiji Gaku-in, consisting of Rev. Kaji- 
nosuke Ibuka, Rev. Motoichiro Ogimi, Ayao Hattori, San- 
juro Ishimoto, Rev. Masahisa Uemura, Yushichi/Kumano and 
Nobuyuki Nakajima, therein and hereinafter known as the 
parties of@ the first part, and Dr. Guido F. Verbeck, Rev. 
Theodore M. Macnair, Rev. Hough Waddell, RevHgward Harris 
Dr. Je C. Hepburn, Dr. James L. Amerman and John C. Bal- 
lagh, representing the Council of the United Missions, 
consisting of five missions as therein enumerated, and 
thereinand hereinafter known as the parties of the second 
part, whereby it appears that there are twenty three lots 
of ground with buildings thereon therein specified as 
situated in the province of Musashi EBbara Gun, Shirokane 
Mura, which have been. purchased by the parties of the 
first part as therein described on behalf of and as trust

Dear Dr. Whitney: 

Your note of same date is at hand. 
You ask how the Doshisha property is held and whether any 
part of the property is considered as belonging to the 
American Board. As to the second question, to answer 
that first, I may say that the Board holds no property 
in the interior. Until about 18 months ago the houses of 
the professors in the Doshisha were looked upon <by us as 
practically the property of the Board, although not le- 
gally so : but neither we or the Japanese interested es 
consider them now. They consider that the money invested 
in these houses was given for the sake of securing homes 
for the foreign instructors, but they claim that the pro- 
perty is as truly the property of the Doshisha as any 
part of its endowment andboth the mission and the Board 
concede this. 
The Doshisha is held by a board of ten (I think) trustee 
all of whom are Japanese, This is a self perpetuating 
bodg suberdinate to us outside parties. By courtesy 
these missionaries are allowed to sit as consulting men- 
bers of the board of trustees, but they cannot vote. 
The endowment of the institution, aside from the build- 
ins books and apparattus amounts to about 150,000 yen all 
of which was given directly to the Board of Trustees, 
though it is stipulated that about 10,000 dollars gold 
shall be invested under the care of the American Board,

right to control the income. The Board furnishes a cer- 
tain number of teachers without charge and a small sub- 
sidy. The only hold we have upon the institution lies 
in our power to withdraw their teachers and this subsidy, 
should the general management be unsatisfactory. As 
regards houses and lands elsewhere in the interior occu- 
pied by our missionaries, they are for the most part also 
the property of the Doshisha. We pay a small rent, the ; 
balance of which after paying taxes, is subtracted from 
the subsidy mentioned above.It is understhod that our 
missionaries shall be allowed to occupy them,,if provid- 
ed with residence passports for the term of thirty years 
when both land and houses will pass to the hands of the 
Doshisha as a part of the endowment of the Theological 
Deaprtment. 

In one or two cases, a similar arrangement with a local 
institution is in force. 

If our teachers should be withdrawn from Kyoto, the 
Doshisha trustees would consider themselves at liberty 
to,sell the houses and lands and use the funds «as a part 
of the endowment. This right they, as ] have said dis- 
tinctly claim, not merely in informal conversation, but 


in their formal communications to the mission.

If after the establishment or creation”a juristic person 
or corporation new business offices are added the same 
must be registered within seven days.

When anything relating to the foregoing clause is chang- 
ed registration of the same must be effected within seven 


days, Changes made have no force as to other persons 


before registration . 

Article 50.- When any of the items which according to 
clause 1 of Article 47 and Article 4 require to be reg- 
istered, also require official permission, the period 
within which registration must be effected shall count 
from the time when such permission is received . 

Article 51.- The provisions of the third clause, Article 
47, Articles 48 and 48 shall apply as well'to a foreign 
juristic person or corporation when it has established an 
office in Japan. The period for registration of mattezs 
occurring abroad shall be computed from the time when in- 
formation of the same was received, When a foreign jur- 
istic person or corporation first establishes its office 
in Japan, it shall have no force (legal standing) as to 
other persons until registration has been effected in the 
locality in which the office is situated. 

Articie 52.- It is necessary for a juristic person or cor- 
poration ities its own name and to establish an office 
for business. The place of residence of thtjuristic 
person or corporation shall be that in which its princi- 
pal office is situated. 


Article 53.- The juristic person or corporation at the 


time of creation and annually thereafter within the first 
threes months of the year shall make an invengory of pro- 
perty and keep the same on file. When a fiscal year is 
observed the inventory shall be made out at the end of 
that time, A personal corporation shall keep a list of 
its members and shall correct the same whenever any 
takes place. 


Section II. Management of Juristic Persons 
or Corporations. 

Article 54.- The juristic person or corporation must have 
a manager. When there are a number of managers matters 
regarding the administeation of the juristic person shall 
be decided by a majority of the managers if theve is no 
provision to the contrary in the articles of association 
or act of establishment by donation., 
Article 55.- The managers shall represent the juristic 
person or corporation in all business«<and shall not be 
permitted to do anything contrary to the provisions of 
the articles o f association nor to the act of establish- 
ment by donation. As to a real corporate juristic person 
the decisions by vote of a general meeting must be follow 


ed. 


Article 56.- Limitations imposed upon the manager's rep- 


resentative powers shall have no force upom a third party 
who has acted (in any transaction affected thereby) in 
good faith. 
Abticle 57.- A manager may appointanother person as rep- 
resentative for a special action, unless prohibited from 
so doing by provisions of the articles of association, 
act of establishment by donation or a resolution of a 
general meeting. 
Article 58.- In case of the absence of the manager and 
there is danger of injury arising by such absence, the 
court shall upon the request of the public prosecutor or 
any interested person, select and appoint a temporary 
manager. 

Article 59.-Concerning a matter in which the interests 


of the juristic person and manager are: opposed to each 
other the latter has no right of subrogation. In such a 
case, a special substitute should be appointed in accord- 
ance with the previsions of the preceding article. 2 
Article 60.- The juristic person may in agcordance with 
the articles of association, act of establishment by do- 
nation, or resolution of a general meeting, appoint oun 
or more inspectors. 

Article 61.- The duties of the inspectors shall be : 

(1) To examine into the actual condition of the property 
of the juristic person. 

(2) mo examine into the real condition of (or manner of 
conducting) the business by the managers. 

(3) To make report to a general meeting or to the proper 
authority when upon examination anything irregular is dis- 
covered respecting the condition of the property or con- 
duct of the business. For the purpose of presenting the 
report an extraordinary general meeting may be called. 
Article 62.- The managers of a real corporate juristic 
person shall hold an ordinary general meeting of its mem- 
bers at least once a year. 

Article 63.- The managers of a: real corporate juristic 
person can convoke an extraordinary general meeting when- 
ever they deem it necessary, and whenever one-fifth, at 
least, of the whole number of members shall requestiit, 
stating the object of meeting, an extraordinary general 
meeting shall be called. The number of mombers necessary 
te call such a meeting may be increased or diminished by 


the articles of asseciation.
